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frllTlES  OF  THE  COUNTY  MEDICAL  OFFICER  WITH  RESPECT  TO 
THE  PREPARATION  OF  AN  ANNUAL  REPORT 

These  duties  are  set  out  in  Articles  7  and  8  of  the  General  Order  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  dated  July  29th,  1910,  and  are  as  follows : — 

“(7.)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  shall  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  31st  day  of  December  in  each  year  make 
an  Annual  Report  to  the  County  Council  up  to  the  end  of 
December  on  the  sanitary  circumstances,  the  sanitary  adminis¬ 
tration  and  the  vital  statistics  of  the  County. 

“  In  addition  to  any  other  matters  upon  which  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  may  consider  it  desirable  to  report,  his  Annual  Report 
shall  contain  the  following  sections  : — 

“(a)  A  digest  of  all  annual  and  special  reports  made  by  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  of  all  County  districts  within  the  County ; 

“(b)  a  section  as  to  the  isolation  hospital  accommodation  available 
for  each  County  district  and  as  to  the  steps  which  should  be 
taken  to  remedy  any  deficiencies  which  may  exist ; 

“(c)  a  section  on  the  administration  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Acts,  1890  to  1909,  within  the  County; 

“(d)  a  section  on  the  water  supply  of  the  several  County  districts 
within  the  County ; 

“(c)  a  section  on  the  pollution  of  streams  within  the  County  and  as 
to  the  steps  for  the  prevention  of  pollution  taken  : — 

(i.)  by  the  local  authorities,  and 
(ii.)  by  the  County  Council ; 

“(f)  a  section  on  the  administration  within  the  County  of  the 
Mid  wives  Act,  1902  :  and 

“( 9 )  a  section  on  the  administration  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts,  1875  to  1907,  within  that  part  of  the  County  in  which 
the  County  Council  have  jurisdiction  for  the  purposes  of 
those  Acts. 

“(8.)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  shall  send  to  Us  two 
copies  of  his  Annual  Report  and  two  copies  of  any  Special 
Report ;  he  shall  also  send  one  copy  of  his  Annual  Report  to 
the  Council  of  every  County  district  in  the  County  and  shall 
send  three  copies  of  any  Special  Report  to  the  Council  of  every 
such  County  district  affected  by  the  Special  Report.” 


ANNUAL  REPORT. 


ADMINISTRATION, 

The  following  medical  officers  of  healfii  who  were  called  up  for  military 
service  during  the  war,  were  demobilised  in  the  early  part  of  1919,  and  by 

the  end  of  April  all  the  men  on  service  had  resumed  their  civil  duties  as 
shown  : — 

Dr.  Mason,  of  Deal,  Dr.  Harrisscn,  of  Sandwich,  and  Dr.  Jerman,  of 
Erith,  in  January;  Dr.  Watts,  of  Ashford  in  February;  Dr.  Heggs,  of ’the 
North  East  Kent  United  District,  Dr.  Linton,  of  Tunbridge  Wells,  Dr. 
Clements,  of  Beckenham,  and  Dr.  Hamilton,  of  Dartford,  in  April. 

The  following  alterations  in  the  local  public  health  service  took  place 
during  1 9 1 9,  or  up  to  the  time  of  writing  in  1920  : — 

Dr.  Hamilton  resigned  his  appointment  as  medical  officer  of  health  of 
Dartford  on  August  30th,  1919,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  G.  H  Dart  as  a 
whole-time  official  on  April  1st,  1920,  Dr.  Farthing  acting  as  temporary 
medical  officer  of  health  in  the  interim. 

Di\  Heggs  has  terminated  his  engagement  as  medical  officer  of  health 
of  the  North  East  Kent  United  District,  and  Dr.  Mends  Gibson  has  acted 
as  his  successor  since  March  15th,  1920,  pending  the  appointment  of  a  per- 
manent  officer.  1 

Dr.  Lipscomb,  of  Wrotham,  terminated  his  engagement  on  September 
30th,  1919,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  E.  H.  Walker,  of  Wrotham. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Bannister  was  appointed  medical  officer  of  health  of  Ramsgate 

as  from  May  19th,  1919,  in  place  of  Dr.  Styan,  who  was  acting  temporarily 
in  that  position.  J 

Dr.  Outred  has  resigned  his  appointment  as  medical  officer  of  health  of 
Hoo  Rural,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  C.  Flood  on  May  13th,  1920. 

Di.  Wood  teiminated  his  engagement  as  acting  medical  officer  of  health 
of  Walmer,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  G.  T.  Bird  wood  as  permanent  officer 
on  June  14th,  1920.

The  East  Kent  Combined  District  (with  the  addition  of  Ashford  and 
Cheriton)  has  now  been  divided  into  four  areas  for  the  purpose  of  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  whole-time  medical  officers  of  health,  as  follows 

East  Kent  (No.  1)  United  District,  comprising  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Broadstairs  and  Herne  Bay  aiffl  the  Rural  Districts  of  Blean  and  Thanet 

Dr.  A.  M.  Watts  commenced  duty  as  medical  officer  of  health  on  October 
1st,  1920.  0Der 
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Official  Circulars. 


East  Kent  (No.  2)  United  District,  comprising  the  Rural  Districts  of 
Dover,  Eastry  and  Bridge.  The  appointment  of  a  medical  officer  of  health  is 
still  in  abeyance,  and  Dr.  MacDougall  is  continuing  to  act  in  that  capacity. 

East  Kent  (No.  3)  United  District,  comprising  the  Borough  of  Hythe, 
the  Urban  Districts  of  Ashford  and  Cheriton  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  East 
Ashford,  West  Ashford  and  Elham.  Dr.  MacDougall  took  up  his  duties  as 
whole-time  medical  officer  of  health  on  August  1st,  1920. 

Dover  Borough. —  Dr.  McMaster  was  appointed  whole-time  medical 
officer  of  health  as  from  July  1st,  1920.

OFFICIAL  CIRCULARS,  Ac.,  RESPECTING  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

MATTERS. 

Public  Health  ( Pneumonia ,  Malaria ,  Dysentery ,  etc.),  Regulations,  1919, 
—This  circular  was  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  January,  1919, 
and  provided  for  the  notification  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  and  acute 
influenzal  pneumonia.  It  was  hoped  that  such  notifications  would  be  followed 
by  investigation  of  the  conditions  under  which  pneumonia  occurs,  and  in¬ 
creased  knowledge  of  its  natural  history. 

The  regulations  also  require  all  cases  o#  malaria,  dysentery  and  trench 
fever  to  be  notified  by  medical  practitioners,  unless  to  their  knowledge  they 
have  been  notified  previously  in  the  same  district  within  six  months. 


Official  Circulars. 
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Also  certain  powers  and  duties  imposed  in  the  case  of  dysentery,  par¬ 
ticularly  those  to  prevent  infection  being  conveyed  by  the  handling  of  food 
by  ‘‘carriers,5  are  made  applicable  also  to  enteric  (typhoid  and  paratyphoid) 
fever. 

This  circular  was  accompanied  by  an  Order  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  dealing  with  the  same  subjects.  At  the  same  time  a  special  memorandum 
on  pneumonia  was  issued  by  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Board. 

Reception  of  Cases  of  Trench  Fever ,  Malaria  and  Dysentery . — In  April, 
1919,  the  Local  Government  Board  made  an  Order  concerning  the  admission 
of  such  cases  who  are  not  paupers,  into  Metropolitan  Asylums  hospitals 

Public  Health  ( Tuber culosis )  Revocation  of  Temporary  Regulations. — 
In  March,  1919,  an  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  was  made  rescind¬ 
ing  the  regulations  of  1918,  which  provided  for  the  transmission  to  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Medical  Services,  Ministry  of  National  Service,  Westminster, 
London,  S.W.  1,  by  every  medical  officer  of  health,  of  the  name  and  other 
specified  particulars  of  every  male  person  between  certain  specified  ages 
entered  in  the  register  kept  by  the  medical  officer  of  health  in  pursuance  of 
sub-division  (2)  of  Article  XI.  of  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations 
of  1912. 

Public  Health  ( Cerebrospinal  Fever )  Regulations ,  1919. — In  June,  1919, 
the  Local  Government  Board  made  an  Order  rescinding  the  regulations 
for  the  above  disease  made  in  1918  ;  and  authorising  County  Councils  to 
examine  and  treat  cases  of  this  disease,  and  to  supply  serum  and  vaccine 
together  with  the  necessary  apparatus. 

Public  Health  ( Measles  and  German  Measles)  Regulations ,  1915 , 
Rescission  Order ,  1919. — In  November,  1919,  this  Order  was  issued,  rescinding 
the  1915  Regulations  as  from  December  31st,  1919. 

Measles  and  German  Measles. — Circular  No.  35  accompanied  the  above 
Order  and  contained  details  of  practical  measures  which  should  be  adopted  in 
combating  measles.  The  measures  enumerated  include  the  instruction  of 
parents  and  guardians  by  means  of  lectures,  distribution  of  leaflets,  &c.  ;  the 
utilisation  of  the  services  of  the  health  visitors  in  home  visiting  •  the  provision 
of  home  nursing  and  medical  attendance ;  and  arrangements  for  institutional 
treatment  of  patients  and  convalescent  home  treatment  and  after-care  of 
children  who  have  recently  suffered  from  the  disease. 

The  circular  states  that  grants  are  payable  by  the  Ministry  not  exceeding 
one-half  of  the  approved  net  expenditure  in  respect  of  nursing  assistance  and 
institutional  accommodation  for  children  under  five  years  of  age. 
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The  withdrawal  of  the  Order  of  1915  does  not  preclude  any  local 
authority  from  applying  to  the  Ministry  for  an  Order  continuing  notification, 
provided  that  the  authority  possesses  and  is  prepared  to  utilise  a  satisfactory 
organisation  for  dealing  with  cases  of  measles. 

Rescission  of  Public  Health  ( Influenza )  Regulations. — The  Public  Health 
(Influenza)  Regulations,  1918,  and  the  Public  Health  (Influenza)  Regulations 
(No.  2),  1918,  were  rescinded  by  an  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
dated  May  6th,  1919. 

Prevention  of  Influenza. — Circular  No.  50  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  was 
issued  in  December,  1919,  enclosing  copy  of  a  revised  memorandum  on  the 
prevention  of  influenza. 

The  circular  advises  the  planning,  in  advance,  of  arrangements  for  dealing 
with  outbreaks  of  this  disease  and  offers  free  supplies  of  anti-influenza  vaccine 
for  prophylactic  purposes  to  medical  officers  of  health,  for  distribution  to 
medical  practitioners. 

Notification  of  Acute  Encephalitis  Lethargica  and  Acute  Polio- Encephalitis. 
— The  Ministry  of  Health  notified,  on  December  31st,  1919,  that  the  operation 
of  the  Public  Health  (Acute  Encephalitis  Lethargica  and  Acute  Polio- 
Encephalitis)  Regulations,  1918,  which  made  notifiable  these  diseases  through¬ 
out  1919,  would  be  extended,  and  they  would  continue  in  force  until  the 
Ministry  otherwise  directed. 

The  official  Order  of  the  Ministry — cited  as  “  The  Public  Health  (Acute 
Encephalitis  Lethargica  and  Acute  Polio-Encephalitis)  Regulations,  1919  77 — 
accompanied  this  letter. 

Antitoxin  for  Prophylactic  Treatment  of  Tetanus. — On  October  31st,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  stock  of  tetanus  antitoxin 
(surplus  to  Army  medical  requirements)  was  at  the  disposal  of  the  Ministry. 
The  serum  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  medical  officers  of  health  for 
distribution  to  medical  practitioners  in  their  districts.  In  the  first  instance 
the  stocks  were  restricted  to  medical  officers  of  health  of  counties  and  county 
boroughs,  and  applications  were  required  to  be  sent  in  before  November  30th. 
Instructions  concerning  the  storage  and  use  of  the  serum  were  issued  with 
the  circular. 

The  Procedure  recommended  to  be  followed  in  the  event  of  Persons  being 
bitten  by  Dogs  suspected  or  ascertained  to  be  Rabid. — A  revised  memorandum  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  on  this  subject  was  issued  in  June,  1919,  giving- 
instructions  as  to  treatment  and  the  addresses  of  treatment  centres.  Emphasis 
was  laid  on  the  importance  of  securing  all  possible  expedition  in  such 
procedure. 
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J  oxcination  Order ,  1919  On  October  28th,  a  circular  was  issued, 
accompanying  an  Order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  relating  to  the  remunera¬ 
tion  of  public  vaccinators,  and  increasing  the  minimum  fees  in  all  cases  to 
five  shillings.  The  approval  of  the  Ministry  is  required  for  any  proposal  to 
pay  a  higher  fee  than  the  prescribed  minimum.  The  Order  came  into 
force  on  December  1st,  1919. 

Fee  for  Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. — Circular  No.  37  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  was  issued  on  December  20th,  1919,  giving  notice  of  the 
withdrawal,  as  from  the  official  date  of  the  termination  of  the  war,  of  the  Act 
by  virtue  of  which  the  fee  of  a  medical  practitioner  for  a  notification  of  a  case 
of  infectious  disease  was  reduced  from  two  shillings  and  sixpence  to  one 
shilling. 

Hutments  for  Sanatorium  and  Hospital  Accommodation. — In  April,  1919, 
the  Local  Government  Board  issued  a  memorandum  concerning  the  inspection, 
removal,  and  purchase  of  such  hutments,  for  use  in  connection  with  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  tuberculosis  or  other  infectious  diseases. 

Surplus  Government  Stores. — A  circular  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  August,  1919,  inviting  the  attention  of  local  authorities  to  the  priority 
afforded  them  in  the  purchase  of  surplus  Government  stores,  and  the  methods 
by  which  such  priority  may  be  exercised.  The  circular  deals  with  medical 
and  surgical  stores,  motor  ambulances,  and  huts  ;  and  announces  that  army 
huts  required  for  housing  or  in  connection  with  schemes  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis,  will  be  supplied  to  local  authorities  at  a  discount  of  33|  %  below 
the  valuation  by  the  Disposal  Board. 

Discharged  Soldiers  and  Sailors  suffering  from  Tuberculosis.— A  circular 
was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  September,  1919,  suggesting  that 
tuberculosis  officers  should  act  in  the  capacity  of  medical  referees  to  the 
Ministry  of  Pensions  in  all  such  cases  named  above,  and  that  certain  fees 
should  be  paid  to  such  officers  for  their  reports  on  their  findings  and 
recommendations. 

Hutments  for  Sanatorium  and  Hospital  Accommodation. — A  circular  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  dated  October  31st,  1919,  referred  to  the  use  of  huts 
in  connection  with  schemes  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  (see  Circular  on 
“  Surplus  Government  Stores,”  quoted  above).  Local  authorities  were 
asked  to  furnish  a  statement  showing  the  number  of  huts  likely  to  be  required 
by  the  council  for  tuberculosis  purposes,  and  at  what  institution,  and  for  what 
purpose  the  huts  would  be  used. 

Sanatoria. — Circular  No.  29  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  (November 
1919),  enclosed  a  list  of  sanatoria  and  other  residential  institutions  approved 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1911,  for  the 
treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 
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Treatment  of  Tuberculosis. — A  circular  was  issued  by  the  Ministiy  in 

November,  1919,  concerning  the  financial  assistance  to  be  afforded  by  the 
Imperial  Exchequer  for  the  provision  of  sanatoria  and  hospitals  for  the 
treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

The  Treasury  have  agreed  that  capital  grants-in-aid  of  the  provision  of 
additional  sanatorium  and  hospital  accommodation  shall,  in  future,  be  made 
at  the  rate  of  £180  per  bed,  subject  to  a  maximum  grant  of  three-fifths  of 
the  total  cost,  on  certain  conditions  as  to  plans,  completion  of  work,  etc. 


Venereal  Diseases. — A  circular  issued  in  January,  1919  (V.D.  Circular  21) 
dealt  with  the  possibility  of  delay  arising  in  the  carrying  out  of  educational 
and  propaganda  work  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
schemes  (for  venereal  diseases),  owing  to  the  necessity  of  obtaining  the 
approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board  to  expenditure  under  Article  IV.  of 
the  Public  Health  (Venereal  Diseases)  Regulations,  if  their  grant  is  to  be 
available  in  aid  of  the  expenditure.  The  Board  gave  their  assent  to  the 
commencement  of  propaganda  work  before  their  approval  was  obtained, 
subject  to  certain  conditions  as  to  expenditure  actually  incurred,  submission 
of  programme  and  estimate  of  cost,  and  limitation  of  contributions  to  branches 
of  the  National  Council  for  Combating  Venereal  Diseases. 

Prevention  and  Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases. — A  circular  was  issued 
on  the  subject  by  the  Ministry  in  July,  1919,  concerning  applications  for  a 
orant-in-aid  of  the  cost  of  schemes  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  these 
diseases. 


Prevention  and  Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases. — On  December  30th  a 
circular  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  prescribing  the  forms  to 
be  used  for  the  returns  showing  the  work  carried  out  at  treatment  centres 
during  1919. 

On  the  same  date  a  circular  was  addressed  to  medical  officers  in  charge 
of  venereal  disease  treatment  centres,  dealing  with  the  completion  of  returns. 
Attention  was  also  drawn  to  the  importance  of  furnishing  patients  with  infor¬ 
mation  as  to  the  nature  of  the  disease,  and  giving  the  strongest  possible 
warning  as  to  the  great  danger  of  infecting  other  persons,  and  as  to  the 
prolonged  period  during  which  patients  may  continue  in  a  condition  liable  to 
cause  grave  injury  to  others,  unless  they  remain  under  treatment  and  obser¬ 
vation  for  the  full  term  recommended. 


The  Training  of  Health  Visitors  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Work  —  A  circular  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  July,  1919, 
suggesting  that  a  higher  standard  should  be  obtained  in  future  for  health 
visitors,  and  recommending  a  definite  course  of  training  with  a  certificate  at 
the  end  of  such  course. 
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Draft  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  Training  of 
Health  Visitors.- — A  long  prefatory  memorandum,  together  with  “The  hoard 
of  Education  (Health  Visitors’  Training)  Regulations  of  1919,”  were  issued  in 
July  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Education.  In  these  were  described 
the  course's  of  training,  and  details  of  examinations,  diplomas  and  grants. 


Training  of  Midwives.— A  circular  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
in  September,  1919,  together  with  regulations  made  by  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  for  the  training  of  midwives,  and  for  a  grant-in-aid  of  such  training. 

Draft  Regulations  for  the  Training  of  Midwives  — These  were  issued 
with  a  prefatory  memorandum  by  the  Board  of  Education,  in  September.  1919 
promising  grants-in-aid  for  such  training.  The  Central  Midwives  Board  have 
raised  the  minimum  period  of  training  from  three  to  six  months. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — The  Ministry  issued  in  July,  1919,  a 
circular  concerning  applications  for  a  grant-in-aid  of  expenditure  on  this  work, 
and  stating  those  items  which  are  often  mistakenly  included  in  such  applica¬ 
tions. 


In  future,  grant  will  be  payable  for  hospital  accommodation  for  measles 
and  whooping  cough  in  children  under  five  years  of  age,  and  also  in  respect  of 
payments  to  Registrars  for  returns  of  unnotified  births. 


Bay  Nurseries. — A  long  memorandum  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  November,  1919,  on  this  subject.  It  dealt  with  the  primary  uses 
of  such  nurseries;  the  children  most  suitable  for  admittance;  the  best 
method  of  control  and  management ;  and  the  points  to  be  borne  in  mind  in 
the  organisation  and  conduct.  Under  the  latter  heading,  the  memorandum 
gave  exhaustive  information  on  such  points  as  medical  supervision,  nursing 
staff,  diet,  milk  supply,  opportunities  for  sleep,  the  control  of  infectious 
disease,  bathing  and  dressing,  the  accommodation  required,  the  selection  of 
cases  for  admittance,  the  keeping  of  records,  the  establishment  of  night- 
nurses  when  necessary,  the  establishment  of  homes,  and  co-operation 
with  other  centres  and  institutions  dealing  with  infant  welfare  in  the 
neighbourhood. 


Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres.— Memorandum  (14/M.C.W.)  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  dealing  with  the  establishment  and  administration  of 
maternity  (ante-natal)  and  infant  welfare  centres,  was  issued  in  November,  1919. 
As  regards  ante-natal  work,  the  memorandum  deals  with  the  relationship  of 
the  doctor  and  the  midwife  to  the  centres,  the  staff  and  premises,  and  the 
scope  of  work  ;  the  latter  including  consultations  by  the  medical  officer,  home 
visiting,  educational  classes,  dental  treatment,  the  provision  of  dinners  or  milk 
to  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  and  the  relation  of  the  centre  to  other 
institutions. 
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With  regard  to  infant  welfare  centres,  it  is  stated  that  these  should 
provide  for  the  systematic  supervision  of  the  health  of  babies  and  little 
children  until  they  are  old  enough  to  attend  school  and  come  automatically 
under  the  care  of  the  school  medical  officer.  The  points  to  be  borne  in  mind 
in  the  organisation  of  a  centre  are  dealt  with  under  the  following  headings  : — 
district  served,  staff,  premises,  medical  consultations,  home  visiting,  collective 
teaching,  sale  of  clothing,  sale  of  milk  and  food,  the  daily  treatment  of  minor 
ailments,  the  keeping  of  full  and  accurate  records  and  the  provision  of 
observation  nurseries  and  treatment  centres. 

Supply  of  Sugar  to  Child  Welfare  Centres. — A  memorandum  was  issued 
in  November,  1919,  stating  that  the  extra  ration  of  sugar  would  consist  of 
four  ounces  per  week  per  child,  and  must  only  be  given  on  the  certificate  of 
the  medical  officer  or  superintendent  of  the  centre  that  the  child  is  over  six 
and  under  eighteen  months  old,  that  it  needs  an  additional  supply  of  sugar, 
and  that  it  is  not  attending  a  day  nursery  or  other  institution  where  an  extra 
allowance  of  sugar  might  be  obtained.  The  Ministry  considered  that  sugar 
should  only  be  given  to  children  who  had  attended  the  centre  regularly  before 
they  were  weaned,  and  who  continued  to  attend  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
hygienic  and  medical  advice. 

Supply  of  Milk  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  for  Infants. — A 
circular  on  this  subject  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  October,  1919,  in 
which  the  Minister  impressed  on  local  authorities  the  importance  of  making 
full  use  of  the  powers  which  they  possessed  under  various  Orders  and  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act,  to  secure  that  mothers  and  young  children 
in  their  area  are  not  deprived — through  the  increase  in  price—  of  the  necessary 
supply  of  milk,  with  inevitable  detrimental  consequences  to  their  health. 

The  Orders  above  referred  to,  empower  local  authorities  to  supply  milk 
for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  five  years  of  age,  at  cost 
price,  at  less  than  cost  price,  or  free,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 
The  quantity  of  milk  should  be  prescribed  by  the  medical  officer  of  health  or 
the  medical  officer  of  a  maternity  and  child  welfare  centre  working  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  local  authority,  or  by  a  person  authorised  by  one  of  these 
officers  or  appointed  by  the  local  authority,  and  the  amount  should  ordinarily 
be  as  set  out  in  the  circular  letter  of  the  9th  February,  1918,  i.e ., 

(a)  For  children  under  eighteen  months,  not  more  than  one  and  a  half 

pints  daily. 

(b)  For  children  between  eighteen  months  and  five  years,  not  more  than 

one  pint  daily. 

(c)  For  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  the  quantity  specified  by  the 

officer  above  mentioned. 
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If  dried  milk  or  preparations  of  milk  are  used,  the  quantity  should  be 

such  as  would,  when  properly  reconstituted,  approximate  to  the  quantities  of 
fresh  milk  given  above. 

Go-operation  between  doctors,  health  visitors  and  midwives  is  advised 
strongly. 


Local  Authorities.  Milk  ( Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1919. —Order 
No.  65,7  77  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  rescinding  the  Local  Authorities  (Food 
Control)  Order  No.  1,  1918,  and  imposing  upon  every  local  authority  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  the  powers  and  duties 
necessary  to  provide  for  the  due  discharge  of  the  functions  assigned  to  local 

authorities  by  the  Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order  of  the  Food  Controller 
was  issued  on  December  22nd,  1919. 

Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order ,  1 9 1 9. — Order  No.  1879  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  revoking  their  Order  of  1918,  and  empowering  any  local 
authority  within  the  meaning  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  to  arrange 
for  the  supply  of  milk  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  for  children 
un  er  five  years  of  age,  was  issued  at  the  same  time  as  the  above.  Under 
this  Order  specified  quantities  of  milk  may  be  supplied  free  or  at  less  than 

cost  price  in  cases  where  such  provision  is  certified  to  be  necessary  by  reason 
of  the  retail  price  of  milk. 


Supply  of  Milk  fen -  Mothers  and  Children. — Circular  No.  65  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  accompanied  the  above  two  Orders.  The  circular  explains 
that  the  orders  relate  to  milk  only  and  not  to  food ;  that  the  power  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  to  require  local  authorities  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  supply  of  milk  has  been  omitted  ;  and  that  local  authorities  are  empowered 
o  supply  milk  free  or  at  less  than  cost  price,  not  merely  in  necessitous  cases 
but  also  where  such  supply  is  necessary  because  of  the  retail  price  of  milk’ 

1  he  grant  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  limited  to  supplies  made  under  the 
previous  conditions. 


Housing  of  the  Working  Classes.— In  February,  1919,  a  circular  on  this 

subject  was  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  dealing  specially  with 

assisted  schemes,  loans,  the  general  principle  of  financial  assistance,  provisional 

estimates,  settlement  of  subsidy  during  transitional  period  and  final  adjust- 
ment.  J 

Housing.  Financial  Assistance  to  Public  Utility  Societies— In  March 
19  V,  the  Local  Government  Board  issued  a  memorandum  dealing  with 
Societies  eligible  for  financial  assistance,  terms  of  financial  assistance  including 
raising  of  capital  and  exchequer  subsidy,  and  procedure. 
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Housing  of  the  Working  Classes.  —  In  April,  1919,  the  Local  Government 
Board  issued  a  circular  and  a  copy  of  the  Manual  on  the  preparation  of  state- 
aided  housing  schemes. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes.— In  May,  1919,  the  Local  Government 
Board  issued  a  circular  concerning  the  acquisition  of  sites  for  housing  purposes 
and  the  valuation  of  the  same. 

Housing  of  the.  Working  Classes. — In  June,  1919,  the  Local  Government 
Board  issued  a  circular  concerning  delegation  of  work  to  committees,  bills  of 
quantities,  and  materials  ;  together  with  another  circular  respecting  land  for 
housing  schemes.  In  the  same  month  two  further  circulars  and  one  memoran¬ 
dum  were  issued  concerning  working-class  dwellings.  Other  memoranda  also 
followed  concerning  the  supply  of  building-materials  by  the  Ministry  of  Muni¬ 
tions  in  connection  with  state-aided  housing  schemes,  and  concerning  the 
procedure  to  be  adopted  after  the  Board  have  approved  the  house  plans,  in  order 
to  obtain  tenders  and  to  submit  a  provisionally  accepted  tender  to  the  Board 
for  approval. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes.  Conversion  of  Houses  into  Flats. — A 
circular  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  July,  1919,  stated  that  a  scheme 
for  altering  houses,  when  approved  by  the  Minister,  will  rank  for  financial 
assistance  as  part  of  the  housing  scheme  of  a  local  authority. 

General  Housing  Memorandum  No.  I.  Modification  of  the  procedure  in 
the  submission  of  Housing  Schemes. — The  Ministry  issued  a  memorandum  in 
July,  1919,  delegating  approval  of  plans  for  the  lay-out  and  houses,  to  the 
Housing  Commissioner. 

Housing. — A  circular  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  August, 
1919,  concerning  the  measures  to  be  adopted  for  obtaining  medical  advice  on 
matters  relating  to  housing  (particularly  on  questions  touching  unfit  houses 
and  unhealthy  areas)  for  the  information  of  the  housing  staffs  of  the  Ministry 
in  the  several  regions.  County  medical  officers  of  health  were  required  to  report 
on  any  housing  matter  referred  to  them  by  the  Housing  Commissioner  or  on 
his  behalf  ;  and  to  investigate  any  case  in  the  county  district  where  such  in¬ 
vestigation  is  desired  by  the  Housing  Commissioner  or  on  his  behalf. 
Monthly  conferences  were  proposed  of  each  county  medical  officer  in  the 
region,  presided  over  by  the  Housing  Commissioner  or  his  deputy,  and 
attended  (as  far  as  possible)  by  a  medical  officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

In  this  circular,  stress  is  laid  upon  the  fact  that  the  primary  responsi¬ 
bility  in  connection  with  housing  rests  with  the  local  sanitary  authority. 
The  local  medical  officer  of  health  and  his  staff  should  make  themselves 
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familiar  with  housing  conditions  in  the  district,  so  far  as  the  matter  comes 
within  their  purview  ;  and  it  is  not  desirable  that  the  county  medical  officer 
should  in  any  way  endeavour  to  supersede  the  local  medical  officer  in  this 
matter.  The  county  medical  officer  may,  in  case  of  default,  become  primarily 
responsible  for  the  housing  work  in  an  area,  but  such  cases,  it  is  hoped,  will 
be  few.  The  fullest  co-operation  is  desired  between  the  county  council 
and  the  local  sanitary  authorities,  as  well  as  between  the  county  medical 
officer  and  the  local  medical  officers. 

Housing ,  Town  Planning ,  etc.  Act  of  1919. — In  August,  1919,  the  Ministry 
of  Health  issued  a  circular  on  the  above  Act  dealing  with  surveys  of  districts, 
schemes  for  the  provision  of  new  houses,  town  planning  and  general  considera¬ 
tions.  A  memorandum  on  the  Act  was  also  issued  in  August,  1919  ;  and 
another  one  in  September,  1919,  on  compulsory  acquisition  of  land  for 
housing,  together  with  regulations  on  compulsory  purchase. 

Provision  of  Temporary  Housing  Accommodation  by  the  use  of  Army  Huts 
or  State-ozvned  Hostels. — A  memorandum  was  issued  on  this  subject  in 
September,  1919,  advocating  the  rapid  provision  of  temporary  housing 
accommodation  pending  the  erection  of  more  permanent  structures.  The 
provision  of  such  temporary  accommodation  was  to  be  regarded  as  an 
emergency  measure. 

Financial  Assistance  to  Local  Authorities. — In  October,  1919,  a  memor¬ 
andum  and  regulations  were  issued  governing  the  terms  of  financial  assistance 
to  local  authorities  under  Section  7  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc., 
Act  of  1919.  The  regulations  were  described  as  The  Housing  (Assisted 
Schemes)  Regulations,  1919. 

Housing ,  Town  Planning ,  etc.,  Act ,  1919. — A  circular  was  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  in  October,  1919,  concerning  schemes  for  the  provision 
of  new  houses,  financial  assistance  to  County  Councils  for  the  provision  of 
houses  for  their  employees,  and  other  sections  affecting  County  Councils. 

Similarly,  in  October,  1919,  a  memorandum  and  regulations  were  issued 
by  the  Ministry  respecting  financial  assistance  to  public  utility  societies  and 
housing  trusts. 

Housing  Acts ,  1890  to  1919. — In  October,  1919,  a  circular,  new  rules  as 
to  appeals,  and  an  Order  dealing  with  the  above  Acts  in  great  detail,  were 
forwarded  to  local  authorities  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  County  Councils  ( Assisted-  Schemes  for  the  Housing  of  Employees) 
Regulations ,  1919. — These  regulations  were  issued  to  administrative  counties 
in  October,  1919. 

B 
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Relaxation  of  Building  Byelaws  :  Regulations  under  Section  25  of  the 
Housing ,  Town  Planning,  etc,  Act,  1919. — This  memorandum,  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  October,  1919,  deals  with  the  erection  of  buildings  of  a 
kind  not  permissible  under  existing  byelaws,  but  which  comply  with  regula¬ 
tions  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  memorandum  considers  the  matter  in  detail,  and  gives  types  of 
construction  for  external  walls,  and  makes  suggestions  for  protection  against 

fire. 

Provision  of  Houses. — A  circular  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  in  November, 
1919,  dealing  with  (a)  agreed  price  contract  and  (b)  purchase  of  working-class 
houses  under  Section  12  (3)  of  the  Act  of  1919. 

Supply  of  Government  Building  Materials  to  Private  Persons. — In 
November,  1919,  a  memorandum  was  issued  stating  the  conditions  of  such 
supplies. 

Housing. — Circular  No.  40  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  in  December, 
1919,  deals  with  the  subjects  on  which  women  may  usefully  give  advice  to 
local  authorities  in  connection  with  their  housing  schemes,  and  the  machinery 
by  which  authorities  can  best  obtain  such  advice. 

The  Local  Authorities  (Assisted  Housing  Schemes)  Regulations,  1919. — 
These  Regulations,  with  an  accompanying  explanatory  memorandum,  were 
issued  on  December  31st,  1919.  They  deal  in  great  detail  with  financial 
matters  and  adjustments  in  connection  with  the  housing  schemes  of  local 
authorities. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  ( Temporary  Relaxation  of  Building  Byelaws ) 
Regulations ,  1919. — These  regulations  were  made  under  section  25  of  the 
Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1919.  They  provide  for  the  consent  by 
a  local  authority — notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  building  bye-laws — 
to  the  erection  and  use  for  human  habitation  of  any  building,  erected  or  pro¬ 
posed,  which  complies  with  certain  conditions  set  out  in  a  schedule  attached. 
Such  schedule  concerns  precautions  against  dampness  of  site,  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  external  walls,  the  foundation  of  walls  and  piers,  and  the  provision  of 
materials,  roofing,  ceilings,  partitions  and  damp-proof  courses  to  external  walls. 

The  Housing  Acts  (Compulsory  Purchase)  Amendment  Regulations, 
1919. — These  regulations  were  made  under  the  first  schedule  to  the  Housing, 
Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1909,  and  deal  principally  with  the  compulsory 
acquisition  of  land. 

Compulsory  Acquisition  of  Land  for  Housing. — Memorandum  D/109  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  deals  with  the  compulsory  acquisition  of  land  by  local 
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authorities  for  housing  purposes  where  an  alternative  site  is  not  available,  and 
negotiations  for  the  purchase  have  proved  abortive. 

The  Ministry  oj  Health  Act ,  1919. — Orders  in  Council,  dated  June 
25th,  September  22nd  and  November  25th,  1919,  fixed  the  dates  of  com¬ 
mencement  of  various  sections  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Act,  1919. 

On  July  1st  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
passed  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

In  a  circular  from  the  Ministry  (July,  1919),  it  is  stated  that  the 
Minister  of  Health  has  become  the  Pension  Authority  for  England  &  Wales, 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Old  Age  Pensions  Acts  of  1908  and  1911. 

In  September,  1919,  a  circular  was  issued  by  the  Ministry,  stating  that 
an  Order  in  Council  had  been  made  under  which  the  work  of  the  Board 
of  Education  with  respect  to  attending  to  the  health  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers,  and  of  children  who  have  not  attained  the  age  of  five  years  and  were 
not  in  attendance  at  schools  recognised  by  the  Board  of  Education,  would  be 
transferred  to  the  Minister  of  Health  on  October  1st,  1919. 

From  October  1st,  the  administration  of  Part  I  of  the  Children  Act,  1908, 
was  transferred  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department  to  the 
Minister  of  Health. 

(Combination  of  the  duties  of  a  health  visitor  and  infant  protection 
visitor  was  suggested,  in  the  circular  of  September  30th,  intimating  this 
transfer). 

In  November  a  memorandum  was  issued  re  the  transfer  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  of  the  powers  hitherto  exercised  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  the 
Board  of  Education,  and  the  Home  Office,  in  regard  to  nursing  and  expectant 
mothers  and  to  young  children  under  the  age  of  five  years. 

Ministry  of  Health  (Consultative  Councils)  Order ,  1919. — An  Order 
was  made  concerning  the  establishment  of  such  councils  for  giving  advice 
and  assistance  in  connection  with  such  matters  as  relate  generally  to  : — 

1.  Medical  and  Allied  Services. 

2.  National  Health  Insurance  (Approved  Societies’  Work). 

3.  Local  Health  Administration. 

4.  General  Health  Questions. 

Rag  Flock  Act ,  igii. — In  May,  1919,  the  Local  Government  Board 
issued  a  circular  stating  that  the  Act  was  not  uniformly  administered 
throughout  the  country.  The  circular*  made  clear  certain  points  of  law  which 
had  been  in  doubt  previously.

In  addition,  various  reports  concerning  the  administration  of  the  Mid¬ 
wives  Acts  and  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  scheme,  tuberculosis  work, 
venereal  diseases  scheme,  laboratory  work,  etc.,  were  presented  during  the 
year  under  consideration. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. — -The  total  population  of  the  Administrative  County  at  the 
middle  of  1919,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General,  was  1,023,416;  and 
the  division  of  this  total  into  urban  and  rural,  shows  that  715,982  persons 
were  grouped  as  living  in  urban  areas,  and  307,434  in  rural,  these  figures 
being  an  increase  of  7,367  on  the  urban  and  a  decrease  of  6,389  on  the 
rural  populations  of  1918.  The  decrease  in  rural  areas  is  noticeable,  but  the 
reports  received  contain  no  special  reference  to  the  subject.  All  the  rural 
districts  share  in  the  decrease,  with  the  exception  of  Blean,  Eastry,  Milton, 
Thanet  and  Tonbridge,  which  show  increases,  and  West  Ashford  and  Sevenoaks 
which  are  about  the  same.  Striking  differences  in  the  urban  populations 
are  particularly  noted  in  Ramsgate,  with  an  increase  of  35  %;  Margate  with 
an  increase  of  22  %,  Herne  Bay  with  an  increase  of  20  %,  and  Erith  and  Lydd 
with  decreases  of  14  %  and  17  %  respectively. 

The  density  of  population  in  the  urban  districts  was  6 ‘00  persons  per 
acre  and  in  rural  0-37.  The  greatest  density  of  population  is  to  be  noted 
in  Penge,  where  there  are  33'0  persons  per  acre,  in  Gravesend  with  24*3, 
in  Dover  with  21  1,  in  Sheerness  with  18*5,  and  in  Faversham  with  15-9. 
There  are  certain  urban  districts  in  which  the  density  is  simply  that  of  a 
rural  distuct,  c.cf.7  Lydd,  Tenterden,  WVothani  and  New  Romney.  The 
rural  district  which  shows  the  greatest  density  of  population  is  Dartford 
with  LI 7  per  acre. 

The  estimated  civil  population  of  the  urban  districts,  was  687,319  with  a 
density  of  5*8  per  acre,  and  of  the  rural  districts  295,126,  with  a  density  of 
0  35.  The  local  civilian  densities  are  correspondingly  lower  than  the  total 
densities.

Berths. — During  the  year,  the  births  of  18,448  living  children  were 
registered,  which  is  884  higher  than  the  total  of  the  previous  year.  Male  births 
numbered  9,419,  and  females  9,029.  The  total  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
was  6,045,  viz.,  3,156  males  and  2,889  females. 

In  the  following  districts  only,  the  numbers  of  civilian  deaths  during  the 
year  exceeded  the  total  number  of  births,  to  the  extent  shown  by  the  figures  in 
brackets  : — Broadstairs  (16),  Sevenoaks  (5),  Dover  Rural  (5)  and  Tenterden 
Rural  (6). 

As  the  births  registered  include  children  of  soldiers  as  well  as  of 
civilians,  the  calculation  of  birth-rates  is  worked  out  on  the  estimated  total 
population. 

The  birth-rate  was  18T  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  17*2  in  1918.  The 
rate  in  urban  districts  has  increased  in  1919  by  IT  per  1,000,  and  in  the 
rural  districts  it  has  increased  by  0*2. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18-5,  compared  with  177  in  1918 
and  17*8  in  1917.  The  rates  for  Kent,  shewn  below,  are  invariably  lower  than 
the  rates  for  the  country  as  a  whole.

In  the  following  urban  districts,  rates  of  over  22  per  1,000  were  registered : — 
Cheriton  26  3,  Sandwich  23*8,  Gillingham  22‘8,  Dover  22*5,  Northfleet  224 
and  Sheerness  22 '3;  while  in  five  other  districts  rates  of  between  20'0  and 
22-0  were  recorded,  viz.,  Chatham  21*9,  Deal  214,  Erith  214,  Queenborough 
204,  Sittingbourne  204. 

The  lowest  urban  birth-rate  was  recorded  in  Sevenoaks,  viz.,  10-3,  and 
rates  lower  than  12  per  1,000  were  recorded  in  Broadstairs  11 -8  and  Tenterden 
10-7. 

In  the  rural  districts  the  highest  rate  recorded  was  in  Sheppey,  viz.,  25.0, 
and  Hoo  was  the  next  highest,  with  21 -8.  The  lowest  rates  were  registered 
in  Sevenoaks  12-8,  Blean  134,  and  Dover,  13-9. 

The  majority  of  the  above  districts  remain  fairly  constant  with  either 
high  or  low  rates,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Still-births. — These  numbered  487  altogether.  In  those  districts  where 
this  information  has  not  been  supplied  by  the  medical  officers  of  health,  the 
figures  have  been  taken  from  the  records  of  the  health  visitors  when  available 

In  the  section  devoted  to  consideration  of  the  work  of  midwives 
it  will  be  observed  that  210  notifications  of  still-birth  were  received  by  the 
local  supervising  authority  during  1919,  as  compared  with  196  in  the  previous 
year  and  180  in  1917. 

Illegitimate  Births. — It  will  be  seen  that  7 ‘60  per  cent,  of  all  births  were 
illegitimate,  as  compared  with  8 *20  in  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  was 
7‘38  in  rural  and  740  in  urban  districts. 

The  following  shows  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births,  to  the  total 
births  registered,  in  Kent,  each  year  since  1895  : —

Deaths. — The  net  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  county  was 
12,103.  This  is  2,302  less  than  the  net  aggregate  of  the  previous  year. 
6,263  of  the  deaths  were  of  males  and  6,140  females.

Death-rate. 
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The  tabulation  of  deaths  in  local  areas  has  again  in  1919  been  limited  to 
deaths  of  civilians  only,  and  the  estimated  populations  on  which  the  rates  are 
worked  also  exclude  members  of  H.M.  Forces. 

It  should  especially  be  noted,  therefore ,  that  the  death-rates  thus  obtained 
are  hardly  comparable  ivith  the  rates  previous  to  1915. 

The  death-rate  for  Kent,  per  1,000  of  the  civil  population  for  1919,  is 
12 -7  which  is  the  lowest  rate  since  1914,  and  is  a  satisfactory  return  compared 
with  the  death-rate  of  13*8  for  England  and  Wales.  Owing  to  the  variations 
of  population,  the  1919  rates  for  the  sanitary  districts  in  Kent  have  not  been 
standardised  as  in  years  previous  to  1915. 

In  the  urban  districts  8,701  net  deaths  were  registered,  which  is  1,621 
less  than  the  previous  year’s  total  and  represents  a  rate  of  12*7  per  1,000. 
In  the  combined  rural  districts  there  were  3,702  deaths.  This  is  a  decrease 
of  681  on  the  previous  year,  and  represents  a  rate  of  12*6  per  1,000.  The 
rural  rate  was,  as  has  been  the  case  since  1910,  lower  than  the  urban  rate. 

Of  the  forty-one  urban  districts,  a  reference-  to  Table  3  shows  that  nine 
areas  had  death-rates  under  eleven  per  1,000.  These  were  Erith  10*8, 
Beckenham  10*7,  Bexley  10‘6,  Tenterden  10  6,  Chislehurst  10*3,  Hythe  10*3, 
Queenborough  10*2,  Wrotham  9*9  and  Sandgate  9*4.  On  the  other  hand, 
five  areas  had  rates  of  fifteen  per  1,000  or  over,  viz.,  Lydd  16*7,  Deal  15*9, 
Walmer  15*5,  Herne  Bay  15.2  and  Penge  15*0. 

As  regards  rural  districts,  the  lowest  rate  was  again  recorded  in  Sheppey 
viz.,  7*7.  The  highest  rate  recorded  among  rural  districts  was  in  Tenterden, 
18*9.  Two  others  had  rates  of  over  fifteen  per  1,000,  viz.,  Elham  15*4  and 
Dover  15*2,  whilst  seven  had  rates  between  thirteen  and  fifteen.

28  Infantile  Mortality. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  expressed  as  the 
rate  per  1,000  births,  of  children  dying  under  the  age  of  one  year.  There 
were  18,448  births  registered  during  the  year,  and  1,268  deaths  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age.  The  infantile  mortality  was  therefore  at  the  rate  of 
69  per  1,000  births — the  lowest  on  record.  The  rate  of  mortality  in  towns 
was  higher  than  in  the  country,  the  figures  being  71  and  64  respectively, 
as  compared  with  rates  of  80  and  69  in  the  previous  y  ear.  The  record  for 
the  administrative  county  and  for  England  and  Wales,  for  the  years  1908- 
1919,  is  as  follows: —

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Out  of  the  1,268  deaths  of  infants,  205  were  of  illegitimate  children. 
There  were  only  1,402  births  of  illegitimate  children  registered,  so  that  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  among  them  was  147  per  1,000,  as  against  a  rate  of 
65  among  those  born  in  wedlock.

*  For  1916  and  1917,  in  several  districts,  the  deaths  were  not  divided  into  legitimate 
and  illegitimate,  in  which  cases  they  were  regarded  as  legitimate.  Therefore,  the 
actual  disparity  of  rates  for  those  two  years  is  greater  than  is  shown  by  the  figures. 


The  variations  in  the  infantile  mortality  rates  in  the  different  districts 
are  considerable  and  urban  rates  are  recorded  from  nil  in  Sandgate  to  164 
in  Penge. 

The  lowest  rates  after  Sandgate  were  Wrotham  13,  Milton  Regis  22, 
Chislehurst  37  and  Hythe  37  ;  and  the  highest  rates  after  Penge  were  New 
Romney  154  and  Sittingbourne  105. 

In  the  rural  districts  the  lowest  rate  recorded  was  in  Blean — 21,  whilst 
relatively  high  rates  were  recorded  in  Dover  115,  Tenterden  106  and 
Romney  Marsh  93. 

It  will  be  observed  generally,  that  if  there  are  any  extremely  high  or 
extremely  low  rates,  they  are  recorded  in  small  districts  where  the  difference 
of  a  few  deaths  makes  a  large  variation  in  the  rate. 

ZYMOTIC  MORTALITY. 

For  statistical  purposes,  only  the  mortality  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic 
diseases  is  included  in  the  return  known  as  “  zymotic  mortality.”  The 
diseases  are  small-pox,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  (and  membranous  croup), 
enteric  (and  typhus  and  continued  fevers),  measles,  whooping  cough  and 
diarrhoea  (including  enteritis).  The  following  table  gives  particulars  relating 
tp  the  prevalence  of,  and  the  mortality  from,  these  diseases  in  the  whole 
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county  {civil population  only)  and  a  comparison  with  the  mortality  recorded 
in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  1919  : —

Compared  with  the  previous  year,  it  is  found  that  as  regards  small-pox, 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria,  there  was  a  greater  number  of  cases  in  1919,  but 
the  death-rate  generally  was  lower.  The  zymotic  mortality  from  measles  and 
whooping-cough  in  particular  showed  a  considerable  reduction. 

The  diagram  facing  this  page  is  interesting  as  showing  a  comparison  of 
the  death-rates  in  Kent  per  10,000  persons  living,  from  each  of  the  zymotic 
diseases  except  small-pox,  during  the  last  twenty-four  years. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

The  summary  on  pages  32-35  gives  full  details  of  the  infectious  diseases 
(including  small-pox)  hospital  provision  in  the  county.  The  following  are  a 
few  notes  of  interest  by  local  medical  officers  of  health  : — 

Ashford. — A  porter’s  lodge  and  a  new  mortuary  are  required.  The 
medical  officer  of  health  states  : — “  It  is  my  duty  to  supervise  the  working  of 
the  hospital,  but  I  am  not  responsible  for  the  treatment  or  discharge  of  the 
cases.  This  is  a  very  unsatisfactory  arrangement,  and  has  been  condemned 
by  the  Local  Government  Board.  The  administration  of  an  isolation  hospital 
is  always  a  very  difficult  matter,  but  unless  the  medical  superintendent  has

The  above  records  are  for  the  Administrative  County  from  and  including  1908;  previous  to 
that  year,  records  for  the  Registration  County  {shown)  only  are  available 
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the  entire  management  of  the  institution  in  his  hands,  including  the  treatment 
of  patients,  it  is  almost  impossible  for  him  to  avoid  trouble,  such  as  “  cross 
infection,”  occurring.  There  are  other  reasons  why  one  medical  man,  pre¬ 
ferably  the  medical  officer  of  health,  should  treat  the  patients  and  be  paid  for 
doing  so.” 

Hartford. — Two  additional  pavilion  blocks  of  sixteen  beds  each  (total 
thirty-two  beds)  are  required,  also  an  isolation  block.  The  hospital  as  originally 
constructed  had  eighty-eight  beds,  but  the  isolation  block  is  in  use  as  a 
porter’s  lodge  and  the  enteric  block  (temporary  building)  condemned,  leaving 
two  permanent  and  two  temporary  blocks  (each  sixteen  beds)  that  can  be 
used.  One  of  the  temporary  blocks  (constructed  in  1893)  is  not  now  in  use, 
but  will  shortly  be  in  use  for  convalescents.  The  temporary  block  constructed 
in  1897,  now  in  use,  is  not  a  satisfactory  building  for  the  care  of  infectious 
disease. 

Heal. — Cases  admitted  are  under  the  medical  care  of  the  doctor  in 
attendance  prior  to  admission  to  hospital.  This  practice  is  not  the  usually 
adopted  system  and,  as  previously  reported,  ought  to  be  discontinued  and 
arrangements  made  whereby  one  medical  man  is  responsible  for  the  treatment 
of  all  cases  admitted. 

Gravesend. — The  council  have  now  decided  to  ht  out  the  middle  or  “  B  ” 
block  for  persons  suffering  with  diphtheria  as  being  more  economical  than  their 
present  arrangement.  The  medical  officer  of  health  states  that  f‘  as  the  Strood 
isolation  hospital  adjoins  the  Gravesend  hospital,  and  I  understand  that  the 
Northfleet  and  Hoo  district  councils  have  an  arrangement  for  the  isolation  of 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  enteric  cases  from  their  respective  districts  in  the 
Strood  isolation  hospital,  1  strongly  urge  the  town  council  to  approach 
these  other  authorities  on  the  combination  of  districts  under  a  joint  hospital 
board.  This  would  lead  to  a  much  more  economical  and  also  more  efficient 
system,  and  a  motor  ambulance  could  be  attached  to  the  hospital,  and  on  a 
telephone  message  be  immediately  sent  to  any  part  of  the  district  when 
required.” 

Tenterden. — There  is  at  present  no  hospital  available  for  the  reception 
of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  but  the  Public  Health  Committee  are  in 
negotiation  with  two  neighbouring  local  authorities  (the  Rural  District 
Councils  of  Cranbrook  and  Tenterden)  with  a  view  to  the  establishment  of  a 
joint  hospital.  The  excessive  cost  of  building  has  so  far  not  permitted  the 
scheme  to  materialise,  but  each  authority  is  desirous  of  providing  efficient 
hospital  accommodation  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  medical  officer  of  health  states  : — “  I  strongly  recommend  a  com¬ 
bination  of  some  kind  as  there  are  few  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in 
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the  Borough  of  Tenterden,  and  a  strictly  local  hospital  would  have  long 
periods  during  which  it  would  be  empty. 

“Very  small  hospitals  are  not  economical  and  are  rarely  efficient;  a 
double  staff  of  some  kind  has  to  be  maintained — nurses’  quarters,  kitchen 
accommodation,  disinfecting  apparatus,  ambulance,  etc.,  are  duplicated  and 
deteriorate  when  out  of  use.  Further,  the  question  of  distance  has  not  to  be 
considered  so  much  as  formerly,  as  with  a  motor  ambulance  and  good  roads 
a  few  extra  miles  are  not  a  serious  matter.  Two  neighbouring  local 
authorities  (the  Maidstone  Rural  and  the  Hollingbourn  Rural)  have  sent 
patients  to  one  hospital  by  motor  ambulance  with  mutual  satisfaction  for 
several  years.” 


NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  county  death-rates  from  the  chief  notifiable  diseases  are  set  out  on 
page  30,  and  table  9  shows  the  attack-rates  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria 
and  enteric  fever  in  each  sanitary  district,  together  with  a  comparison  with  the 
rates  in  the  combined  counties,  &c. 

Certain  points  respecting  these  different  diseases  require  separate  mention.

Twenty-one  of  the  cases  of  small-pox  occurred  in  Gravesend,  eleven  houses 
being  affected.  The  first  case  was  notified  on  May  23rd.  In  six  of  the 
cases  no  contact  with  other  patients  could  be  traced — these  were  all 
limited  to  the  Denton  area,  either  working  or  living  in  that  neighbourhood, 
which  is  the  nearest  part  of  the  borough  to  the  quarantine  station 
and  isolation  hospital  of  the  Port  of  London.  The  Local  Government 
Board  return  for  the  week  ending  17th  May  showed  three  cases  of 
small-pox  were  reported  from  the  river,  although  no  information  was  forth¬ 
coming  that  any  of  the  persons  suffering  with  the  disease  in  the  borough  had 
had  any  communication  with  these  previous  cases  notified  from  the  river.  Dr. 
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Outred  states  that  “  the  experience  of  the  epidemic  proved  how  very  infectious 
the  disease  was  by  the  number  of  contacts  developing  the  disease  during  the 
period  of  quarantine,  and  also  that  the  generally  accepted  idea  that  a 
child  vaccinated  in  infancy  is  protected  against  small-pox  for  eight  to  ten 
years  was  entirely  wrong,  as  one  child  (a  girl  age  six)  seven  days  after  the 
removal  of  the  first  case,  developed  the  disease,  bat  in  a  very  mild  form. 
Those  contacts  who  had  only  been  vaccinated  when  the  first  case  had  made 
its  appearance  developed  the  disease  in  a  very  modified  form.”

It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified, 
but  the  disease  continued  mild  and  the  death-rate  low.  The  district  reports 
refer  to  these  facts  and  to  the  difficulties  in  connection  with  “  return  ”  cases. 
In  this  latter  connection  the  extract  from  the  report  from  the  medical  officers 
of  health  of  Chislehurst  and  Ramsgate,  included  below,  are  of  interest. 

Chislehurst.—An  arrangement  (sanctioned  by  the  Ministry)  is  in 
operation,  by  which  cases  leaving  hospital  are  examined  at  their  homes,  within 
three  days  of  their  return,  by  the  medical  practitioner  who  originally  notified 
the  case,  and  he  supplies  a  short  report.  This  is  done  with  the  object  of 
preventing  “return”  cases. 

Ramsgate. — Every  precaution  is  taken  by  the  hospital  authorities,  and  no 
patient  is  discharged  therefrom  until  all  nasal  discharge  and  all  objective  signs 
of  complications  have  ceased  for  some  time,  but  in  spite  of  this  it  is  impossible 
to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  “  return  ”  cases,  as  in  the  absence  of  a  knowledge 
of  the  cause  of  the  disease  it  is  never  possible  to  say  absolutely  that  a 
convalescent  patient  is  non-infectious.  In  some  cases  the  infection  may  be 
quiescent  at  the  time  of  discharge  and  an  infectious  nasal  discharge  or  other 
morbid  condition  of  the  nose  may  develop  or  recur  sometime  after  returning 
home.  It  is  therefore  most  important,  especially  so  in  the  case  of  children,

The  figures  for  1916,  1917,  1918  and  1919  do  not  include  cases  occurring 
among  the  military  and  naval  units  stationed  in  the  county,  and  the  com¬ 
paratively  low  prevalence  of  the  three  previous  years  has  continued  during  1919. 


Many  of  the  district  reports  refer  to  difficulties  in  connection  with 
“carrier”  and  “return”  cases  of  diphtheria,  but  the  extended  facilities 
offered  by  the  county  bacteriological  laboratory  enable  these  cases  to  be 
controlled  with  a  large  measure  of  success.  No  patient  with  diphtheria 
should  be  declaied  fiee  from  infection  until  at  least  three  consecutive 
negative  swabbings  have  been  obtained.  The  following  are  a  few  observations 
of  interest  made  by  the  local  medical  officers  of  health  : _ 

Ashford. — The  medical  officer  of  health  writes  : — “  As  to  whether  Ashford 
has  more  than  its  share  of  diphtheria  is  a  matter  of  opinion.  I  think  it  has, 
and  it  appears  to  me  the  way  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  the  disease  is  to  deal 
with  the  insanitary  conditions  which  prevail,  particularly  the  nuisances 
connected  with  the  large  number  of  hand-flushed  w.c.’s  which  are  found  in 
the  district.” 

Bromley. — There  can  be  no  doubt  that  many  cases  of  diphtheria  are  now 
diagnosed  that  would  have  been  overlooked  a  few  years  ago,  before  such 
facilities  existed  for  bacteriological  examination ;  at  the  same  time  cases 
thought  to  be  diphtheria  are  found  not  to  be  so.  Most  medical  men  have 
had  cases  in  which  the  result  of  the  examination  of  the  swab  has  been  con¬ 
trary  to  their  expectations.  A  more  extended  use  of  swabs  in  cases  of  sore 
throat  in  which  the  cause  is  at  all  doubtful,  is  needed,  and  that  there  should 
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be  no  obstacle  in  the  way  on  account  of  postage  expenses,  the  council  now 
refund  the  cost  of  same.  It  frequently  happens  that  the  diphtheria  bacillus 
is  present  in  the  nose,  while  absent  in  the  throat. 

Chislehurst. — An  arrangement  (sanctioned  by  the  Ministry)  is  in 
operation,  by  which  cases  leaving  hospital  are  examined  at  their  homes, 
within  three  days  of  their  return,  by  the  medical  practitioner  who  originally 
notified  the  case,  and  he  supplies  a  short  report.  This  is  done  with  the 
object  of  preventing  “  return”  cases. 

Gillingham. — Cases  of  a  mild  type,  and  to  eye  appearance  with  really 
only  small  follicles,  were  proved  of  a  positive  character ;  those  are  the  cases 
that  are  often  neglected,  and  it  is  only  when  another  member  of  the  family 
does  really  develop  a  bad  throat,  a  medical  man  is  called  in.  Even  several  of 
these  cases  are  many  days  old  before  admission  to  isolation  hospital,  and  had 
an  injection  of  antitoxin  been  administered  early  it  would  have  prevented 
the  severity.  A  sore  throat  in  any  form  should  always  be  attended  by  a 
doctor  at  the  start. 

Margate. — In  former  reports  attention  has  been  drawn  to  unpaved  yards 
as  a  predisposing  cause  of  diphtheria.  Children  playing  about  in  these  muddy 
places  suffer  from  wet,  cold  feet,  which  often  causes  sore  throat  and  a  con¬ 
sequent  lowered  state  of  vitality  and  resisting  power  to  germs.  We  are  doing 
our  utmost  with  the  owners  to  have  these  defects  remedied,  and  many  have 
complied  with  our  request,  but  it  is  hoped  that  everyone  will  assist  in  this 
matter  which  is  one  of  common  interest  for  the  welfare  of  the  town  and  its 
inhabitants. 

Penge. — Two  “  return  ”  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred  and  these  have 
been  isolated  as  far  as  possible  until  free  from  infection.  The  administrative 
control  over  “  return  ”  and  “  carrier  ”  cases  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

Hollingbourn  Rural. — There  were,  as  above  mentioned,  eighteen  cases 
of  diphtheria.  Six  of  these  were  in  one  cottage,  all  from  one  child  who  had  a 
sore  throat  five  weeks  previously  and  most  probably  a  “  carrier.”  These 
“carrier”  cases ^re  most  persistent  and  though  the  child  may  be,  and  is  to 
all  purposes,  quite  well,  yet  it  is  most  difficult  to  cure  throats  of  the 
diphtheria  bacillus.  Two  cases  of  these  “  carriers  ”  occurred  a  little  time 
ago  which,  notwithstanding  all  the  doctor’s  efforts,  remained  infectious  for 
nearly  twelve  months ;  and  1  am  convinced  that  these  “  carriers  ”  are  the 
most  common  cause  of  the  disease  and  so  often  go  undetected  and  mix  with 
other  children.

The  figures  for  1916,  1917,  1918  and  1919,  relate  to  cases  occurring 
among  the  civil  population  only.  In  1919  the  disease  showed  both  the  lowest 
incidence  and  the  lowest  death  rate  on  record.  This  is  eminently  satisfactory. 

The  following  extract  from  the  report  of  the  medical  officer  of  health  of 
Chatham  shows  plainly  the  danger  which  exists  in  connection  with  “  carrier  ” 
cases  of  enteric  or  typhoid  fever  : — 

In  two  cases  the  association  of  a  chronic  typhoid  “  carrier  ”  was  dis¬ 
covered.  During  1916  this  person  was  an  inmate  of  the  isolation  hospital 
with  enteric  fever. 

In  August  two  cases  were  notified  on  the  same  date  in  this  household, 
and  shortly  afterwards  another  member  of  the  family  residing  elsewhere  was 
notified.  The  dates  were  August  24th  (two  cases),  September  9th  (one  case). 
The  members  of  the  household  were  examined  in  order  to  discover  if  a 
“  carrier  ”  existed,  but  the  first  examination  gave  negative  results.  Another 
attempt  was  made  which  brought  to  light  the  fact  that  the  person  who  had 
enteric  fever  in  1916  was  from  time  to  time  excreting  typhoid  bacilli  in  large 
quantities.  As  she  had  been  occupied  in  the  preparation  and  cooking  of  food 
for  the  household  she  had  probably  infected  the  recent  cases.  Instructions 
for  her  guidance  were  issued,  especially  with  regard  to  the  handling  of  food, 
and  periodical  bacteriological  examinations  are  made,  but  up  to  the  present 
she  remains  a  “  carrier,”  and  under  supervision.

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Ihe  number  of  cases  of  measles  and  rubella  notified  among  the  civil 
population  during  1919  was  6,361,  with  a  sickness  rate  of  6\5  per  thousand, 
compared  with  the  1918  figures  of  8,399  and  9*3.  These  figures  will  not  be 

avadable  m  future  as  the  compulsory  notification  of  these  diseases  has  been 
withdrawn. 

The  following  extract  from  the  report  of  the  medical  officer  of  health  of 
Bromley  shows  the  ease  with  which  measles  is  spread  from  one  district  to 
another,  and,  notwithstanding  the  vigilance  of  public  health  authorities,  it  is 
piactically  impossible  to  prevent  the  extensive  spread  of  this  disease  wrhilst 
so  many  parents  regard  it  as  being  non-dangerous  and  not  worth  while  calling 
in  a  doctor.  Another  common  fallacy  among  parents  is  that  their  children 
will  inevitably  contract  the  disease  at  some  time  in  their  school  lives,  and 
consequently  in  many  instances  no  great  attempt  is  made  to  keep  them  away 
from  contact  w7ith  known  sufferers  : — 

Bromley.  At  the  end  of  May  a  crop  of  cases  occurred  in  an  elementary 
school.  It  was  then  found  that  a  child  had  been  on  a  visit  to  London  and  in  con¬ 
tact  with  a  case  of  measles  there,  and  had  measles  on  its  return  home,  but  as 
the  case  was  not  notified,  and  the  absence  from  school  was  not  discovered  in  time 
to  pi  event  a  second  ciop,  measles  (a  few  hundred  cases)  became  rather  wide¬ 
spread  in  that  district,  and  affected  the  school  attendance  considerably. 
b  ortunately  other  parts  of  the  district  had  comparatively  few  cases,  so  that 
the  majority  of  the  schools  were  not  affected.  As  the  father  of  the  child  was 
blind,  the  council  sent  him  a  strong  warning  instead  of  prosecuting. 

The  services  of  the  county  health  visitors  have  been  offered  to  local  medical 
officeis  of  health  in  the  visitation  of  homes  of  patients  during  epidemics  of 
this  disease,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  county  nursing- 
association  for  the  services  of  a  nurse  to  be  available  when  required  in  home 
nursing.  So  far  no  advantage  has  been  taken  of  these  facilities.

dhe  deaths  from  phthisis  in  1919  numbered  995,  688  being  recorded 
in  urban  districts  and  307  in  rural,  the  mortality  rates  being  0*97  and  1*00 
respectively. 

As  regards  other  tuberculous  diseases,  186  deaths  occurred  in  urban  and 
65  in  rural  areas,  the  rates  being  0-26  and  0-22  respectively. 

The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis,  therefore,  showed  a 
satisfactory  decrease. 

Table  10  gives  a  summary  of  the  cases  notified  from  December  29th, 
1918,  to  January  3rd,  1920,  and  Table  11  shews  the  numbers  of  notified  cases 
and  deaths  in  1919  and  the  average  deaths  during  the  five  years  1915-1919, 
both  of  cases  of  pulmonary  and  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  in  the  various 
districts  in  the  county. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  11,  that  the  total  number  of  cases  notified 
during  1919  was  1,877,  and  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  1,246,  so  that  the 
ratio  of  notifications  to  deaths  was  approximately  as  three  to  two.  The  ratio 
for  1918  was  as  ten  to  eight,  for  1917  four  to  three,  for  1916  three  to  two, 
for  1915  three  to  two,  for  1914  two  to  one  and  for  1913  five  to  two. 

The  following  are  a  few  details  of  interest  in  connection  with  the  county 
tuberculosis  scheme,  which  is  dealt  with  at  length  in  my  annual  tuberculosis 
report  for  the  year  1919  : —

*These  figures  shew  the  position  at  the  time  of  writing.  With  two  exceptions  the  part- 
time  nurses  are  whole-time  officials  of  the  public  health  department,  devoting  the  balance 
of  theii  time  to  either  (or  both)  health  visiting  or  school  nursing.  This  arrangement  is 
working  very  satisfactorily. 

The  situation  of  the  dispensaries  and  times  of  opening,  and  the  division  of  the  county 
into  tuberculosis  officers  areas,  are  shewn,  on  pages  11  and  12  of  my  annual  tuberculosis

The  county  sanatorium  contains  140  beds  (ten  being  allocated  to  the  City 
of  Canterbury)  and  a  training  section  for  ex-soldiers  is  shortly  to  be  established 
in  connection  therewith.  The  sanatorium  was  opened  for  the  reception  of 
Kent  patients  on  December  1st,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  forty- 
five  patients  under  treatment.  In  addition,  the  County  Council  have  an 
agreement  for  forty  hospital  beds  at  Keycol  Hill  Hospital,  and  thirteen 
surgical  beds  at  general  hospitals  in  Kent.  The  great  majority  of  the  cases 
which  received  institutional  treatment  during  1919  were  sent  to  institutions 
in  Kent  and  neighbouring  counties. 

Shelters  (seventy-four)  are  loaned  to  patients,  and  the  County  Council 
pay  travelling  expenses  to  institutions  or  dispensaries,  to  uninsured  necessitous 
patients,  and  also  provide  surgical  appliances  as  part  of  the  treatment  offered. 

Full  details  of  the  tuberculosis  scheme  are  contained  in  the  annual 
tuberculosis  report  referred  to  previously,  and  I  regard  the  provision  now  made 
for  institutional  and  dispensary  treatment  as  adequate  (allowing  for  the  con¬ 
tinuation  of  the  use  of  beds  in  outside  institutions),  with  the  exception  of  the 
difficulty  which  arises  in  finding  beds  for  advanced  cases  (particularly  women) 
and  cases  of  complicated  disease. 

A  recent  innovation  is  the  appointment  of  a  county  pharmacist  at 
Maidstone,  and  the  establishment  of  a  central  dispensing  station  where  all  the 
stock  medicines  (with  the  exception  of  cod  liver  oil  preparations)  for  the 
dispensaries  and  county  sanatorium  are  prepared. 
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Malaria.  Cerebrospinal  Meningitis. 


The  County  Council  have  recently  decided  to  provide  dental  treatment 
for  uninsured  tuberculous  patients,  and  no  doubt,  at  some  time  in  the  future, 
the  question  will  arise  of  the  provision  of  ancillary  nourishment  for  uninsured 
patients. 

The  medical  profession  in  the  county  has  co-operated  freely  with  the 
tuberculosis  officers  ;  and  patients  and  contacts  have  been  only  too  anxious, 
as  a  general  rule,  to  avail  themselves  fully  of  the  facilities  offered. 

Home  visitation  by  nurses  is  carried  out  to  the  fullest  extent  possible. 

The  Ministry  of  Health’s  circulars,  Ac.,  concerning  tuberculosis  are 
summarised  on  pages  11  and  12  of  this  report. 

Malaria. — Cases  of  malaria  were  reported  among  the  civil  population  as

Penge  3,  Queenborough  26,  Ramsgate  9,  Rochester  11,  Sandwich  4, 

Sevenoaks  2,  Sheerness  18,  Sittingbourne  3,  Southborough  1,  Tonbridge  7, 

Tunbridge  Wells  30,  and  Whitstable  5,  a  total,  among  the  urban  districts,  of 
225  ;  and  in  the  rural  districts,  East  Ashford  4,  West  Ashford  2,  Bromley  1, 
Cranbrook  1,  Dartford  25,  Eastry  3,  Hollingbourn  4,  Hoo  3,  Maidstone  6, 
Mailing  31,  Milton  8,  Sevenoaks  6,  Sheppey  7,  Strood  4,  Tenterden  1,  and 
Tonbridge  7,  a  total  of  113 ;  making  a  total  for  the  whole  county  of  338. 

Anti-mosquito  measures  have  been  taken  in  all  the  areas  where  the 
anopheline  mosquito  abounds,  e.g.,  Sheppey  and  district,  Romney  Marsh  and 
district. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. — Thirty  cases  of  this  disease  occurred 
in  Kent  during  1919,  viz.,  twenty-five  in  urban  districts  and  five  in  rural 
districts,  compared  with  eighteen  and  six  respectively  in  1918. 

The  facilities  of  the  county  bacteriological  laboratory  have  been  offered 
freely  to  district  medical  officers  of  health,  in  the  examination  of  cerebro-spinal 
fluid  from  suspected  cases,  and  of  throat  swabs  from  contacts.  Full  advantage 
of  this  offer  has  been  taken  in  many  cases,  and  during  the  year  twenty-eight 
specimens  of  cerebro-spinal  fluid  and  thirty-three  swabs  from  contacts,  were 
examined  in  the  laboratory. 

The  distribution  of  the  cases  among  the  sanitary  areas  is  set  out  in  tables 
7  and  8  of  this  report.

Whooping  cough  was  less  prevalent  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the 
death-rate  was  lower,  60  deaths  being  attributed  to  this  cause  as  against  135 
in' 1918.  The  chief  mortality  was  in  Chatham  Borough  and  Dover  Borough, 
with  eight  and  seven  deaths  respectively.  Only  five  schools  were  closed  on 
account  of  this  disease  in  the  non-autonomous  areas.

There  was  again  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea, 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  numbers  (in  children  under  two  years  of 
age)  being  129  and  132  respectively.  Eighty-six  of  the  deaths  occurred  in 
urban  districts  and  forty-three  in  rural,  and  the  chief  mortality  is  noted  in 
Penge  with  fourteen  deaths,  in  Chatham  with  eleven,  in  Dartford  Rural  with 
ten,  in  Strood  Rural  with  eight,  and  in  Gillingham  and  Rochester  with 
six  each. 

INFLUENZA. 

The  mortality  from  influenza  is  shown  in  tables  30  and  31.  This  disease 
was  commented  on  at  length  in  my  last  report  and  no  fresh  matters  of  great 
interest  are  raised  this  year  in  the  district  reports. 

*For  1916,  1917,  1918  and  1919  the  death-rates  from  diarrhoea  relate  to  children  dying 
under  two  years  of  age  per  1,000  births  (upper  figure),  and  to  total  deaths  per  1,000  of  the 
population  (lower  figure).  The  latter  shews  the  comparison  with  years  previous  to  1916.

The  clinics  opened  since  January,  1919,  were  at  Folkestone  (April  21st, 
1919),  Ashford  (July  28th,  1920),  Faversham  (July  29th,  1920)  and  Margate 
(September  21st,  1920).  It  is  hoped  to  establish  clinics  at  Sheerness  and 
Maidstone  in  the  very  near  future,  the  former  probably  within  a  few  weeks  of 

writing. 

A  whole-time  medical  officer  has  been  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  five 
last-mentioned  clinics  and  to  visit  the  hospital  clinics  as  requited. 
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The  Kent  County  Council  are  also  participants  in  the  treatment  scheme 
of  the  London  County  Council,  which  embraces  thirty- one  hospitals,  and  in 
the  facilities  offered  by  the  Croydon  General  Hospital.

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Medical  practitioners  are  availing  themselves  freely  of  the  services  of  the 
laboratory  in  this  connection  and  the  figures  for  1920  will  be  greatly  in  excess 
of  those  for  1919. 

The  Provision  of  approved  “  Balvarsan  ”  Substitutes  to 

medical  practitioners  producing  satisfactory  evidence  of  experience  in  the 
administration  of  these  drugs.  My  office  index  contains  the  names  of  fifty- 
seven  accredited  practitioners,  and  during  the  year  3,633  doses  were  supplied, 
namely,  283  to  private  doctors  and  3,350  to  medical  officers  of  treatment 
centres. 

Repayment  of  Travelling  expenses  of  Patients  from 
their  homes  to  the  nearest  Clinic,  in  necessitous  cases.  In 

cases  where  a  patient  cannot  receive  the  treatment  required,  unless  travelling 
expenses  are  paid,  tine  County  Council  defray  the  cost.  The  fares  of  thiity-one 
patients  were  paid  during  1919. 

The  Educational  and  Propaganda  Arrangements  have 
been  undertaken  by  the  National  Council  for  combating  Venereal  Diseases, 
that  Council  conferring  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  as  to  arrangements. 
During  1919  numerous  meetings  and  lectures  were  arranged  in  various 
centres,  and  the  work  has  continued  undisturbed  during  1920.  Literature 
has  been  distributed,  and  at  the  present  time  suitable  approved  films  are 
being  shown  in  various  cinemas  throughout  Kent.  Local  propaganda 
committees  have  been  formed  in  the  following  areas  : — Ashford,  Chatham, 
Dartford,  Dover,  Erith,  Faversham,  Folkestone,  Gravesend,  Margate  and 
Sittingbourne. 

An  extensive  press  campaign  has  also  been  carried  on,  in  conjunction 
with  London  and  the  Home  Counties,  and  posters  are  exhibited  in  public 
conveniences,  &c.,  throughout  the  county,  showing  the  facilities  available  for 
patients. 

General* — A  general  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  work  of  the 
clinics  during  1920,  including  the  appointment  of  orderlies  and  nurses  for  the 
daily  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  gonorrhoea.  Medical  practitioners 
are  kept  informed  of  the  various  changes  and  I  hope  the  scheme,  as  now 
developing,  may  prove  to  be  adequate  to  meet  all  needs. 

Recently  the  County  Council  have  provided  all  mid  wives  in  the  county 
with  a  supply  of  drops  to  be  applied  to  the  eyes  of  each  child  delivered  by 
them,  immediately  after  birth,  and  it  is  hoped  in  this  way  to  reduce  the 
incidence  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum. 

The  total  estimated  cost  of  the  Kent  scheme  for  the  year  ending  March 
31st,  1921  is  £9325.

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The  following  is  an  extract  of  interest  from  the  report  of  the  medical 
officer  of  health  of  Gravesend  : — 

Unfortunately  there  are  a  number  of  persons  affected  who  do  not  seek 

treatment,  and  consequently  until  the  health  department  can  be  notified  of  all 

persons  suffering  with  the  disease,  it  will  be  impossible  to  trace  the 

infected  cases,  and  persuade  them  to  undergo  the  curative  treatment. 

A  number  of  cases  have  been  brought  to  my  notice  where  the  attendance  at 

the  venereal  clinic  had  only  been  sufficient  for  the  relief  of  the  early  symptoms 

and  instead  of  continuing  their  visits  until  cured,  have  been  lost  sight  of. 

Although  there  is  a  great  deal  to  be  said  against  notifying,  I  am  firmly  of  the 

opinion  that  until  such  is  possible,  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease  will  not 

be  placed  on  a  satisfactory  basis.  I  shonld  like  to  see  arrangements  made  at 

the  venereal  clinic  for  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  patients  at  the  same 

time  as  other  out-patients  are  being  treated,  and  consequently  there  would  be 

more  privacy  than  now  when  the  time  fixed  is  not  the  usual  time  for  treating 

the  ordinary  out-patients.  Therefore,  those  waiting  for  attention  know  for 

what  reason  others  are  waiting  their  turn  to  be  treated.  This  has  certainly 

«/ 

deterred  some  patients  from  seeking  treatment  at  the  special  clinic  of  the 
general  hospital,  Gravesend.

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The  school  closures  during  1918  totalled  424,  the  chief  contributing 
diseases  being  influenza  349,  measles  thirty-four,  and  whooping  cough  thirty. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  head  teachers  in  the  elementary 
schools  of  the  Kent  Education  Committee,  notify  immediately  to  the  ocal 
medical  officer  of  health  and  to  myself,  cases  or  suspected  cases  o  m  ec  ion 
and  contagious  ailments.  Reciprocal  information  is  supplied  by  many  med  c 
officers  of  health  and  intimations  of  freedom  from  infection  are  also  sent 

head  teachers. 

Immediately  there  appears  to  be  danger  of  a  disease  spreading  among  the 
scholars  at  any  school  a  supply  of  precautionary  notices  is  forwarded  to 
head  teacher  for  general  distribution  m  the  school. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORIES. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  in  the  laboratories  has  well  maintained 
its  standard.  Dr.  Ponder  was  demobilised  in  February,  1919,  and  undertook 
the  organization  of  the  special  laboratory  situated  in  the  basement  for  d  g 
with  specimens  sent  in  connection  with  venereal  diseases.  This  branch  of 
work  had  developed  as  a  result  of  the  opening  of  venereal  disease  climes 
in  the  county,  and  until  Dr.  Ponder’s  return  examinations  made  m  connection 
with  syphilis  were  undertaken  by  Dr.  Emery,  at  King’s  College  Hospital,  llie 
cost  o  his  branch  of  work  of  the  laboratory  is  met  in  part,  by  a  grant-.n-aid 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  as  a  portion  of  the.  county  scheme  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal  diseases. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  whole  of  the  laboratory  work  during  1919  was 
£1,148,  whilst  if  the  same  work  had  been  sent  to  a  commercial  laboraeoiy 

the  cost  would  have  been  <£2,(389.

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ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  MIDWIVES  ACTS,  1902,  1918. 

The  two  whole-time  inspectors  of  mid  wives,  Miss  Harrison  and  Miss  Berry, 
have  continued  to  carry  out  their  duties  in  a  praiseworthy  manner.  All  mid¬ 
wives  are  visited  at  frequent  intervals,  and  special  visits  are  paid  to  those  who 
report  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes  or  puerperal  fever,  or  have  been  in 
contact  with  infection.  Every  effort  is  made  to  educate  those  women  who  are 
certified,  but  who  have  not  been  trained,  and  those  recently  trained  who  have 
little  experience.

It 
will  be  obseived  that  there  was  a  total  increase  of  eight  registered  midwives  in 
1919,  and  under  the  scheme  outlined  on  page  69  we  are  gradually  covering 
the  districts  where  there  still  is  a  shortage,  and  also  replacing  a  few  midwives 
who  cannot  be  regarded  as  entirely  satisfactory,  but  in  whose  cases  pressure 
to  resign  has  not  previously  been  brought  to  bear,  owing  to  the  needs  of  the 
district  in  which  they  practise.  But  for  the  vigilant  supervision  of  the 
inspectors  in  such  cases  it  is  likely  that  circumstances  would  have  arisen 

which  would  have  necessitated  their  being  reported  to  the  Central  Midwives 
Board.

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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — It  will  be  seen  from  tables  7  and  8  that  166 
cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  occurred  during  1919  Those  cases  occurring 
in  the  practice  of  midwives  are  investigated  in  the  ordinary  course  by  the 
inspectors  of  midwives  on  receipt  of  the  usual  medical  help  forms. 

With  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  this  disease,  all  mid  wives  in  the  county 
have  recently  (in  1920)  been  supplied  by  the  County  Council,  free  of  cost, 
with  a  supply  of  drops  to  be  applied  to  the  eyes  of  each  child  delivered, 
immediately  after  birth. 

Amount  of  Work  Carried  out  by  Midwives. — From  enquiries  made 
from  each  registered  midwife,  it  has  been  ascertained  that  8,80/  births  were 
attended  by  midwives  alone  out  of  a  total  number  of  18,448  births  registeied 
in  the  administrative  County  of  Kent  during  the  year  1919.

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Midwives  Act,  1918.— In  several  cases  the  County  Council  have  paid 
compensation  to  midwives  for  loss  of  work  during  periods  of  suspension. 


The  scale  of  payment  to  doctors  called  in  by  midwives  under  Section 
14  of  the  Act,  was  not  accepted  by  the  majority  of  the  doctors  in  Kent.  Only 
one  hundred  claims  were  made  against  the  County  Council  by  practitioners 
during  the  year,  and  presumably  in  the  rest  of  the  cases  the  patient  settled 
her  account  direct  with  the  doctor.  The  investigation  of  the  circumstances  of 
patients  who  plead  inability  to  refund  the  fee  paid  to  the  doctor  by  the  County 
Council,  adds  considerably  to  the  work  of  the  inspectors  of  midwives. 


Provision  of  Midwifery  Facilities.— Early  in  1917  the  Kent  County 
Council  decided  to  establish  a  number  of  “subsidised  ”  midwives  in  areas  where 
the  service  was  inadequate  or  where  it  was  not  possible  for  one  to  earn  a 
livelihood  without  assistance.  There  are  many  such  areas  in  Kent  with  small 
or  scattered  populations,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  nine  midwives  have 
accepted  appointments  under  this  arrangement,  as  follows  : —

The  minimum  guaranteed  income  is  £100  per  annum,  and  the  annual 
subsidies  payable  by  the  County  Council  vary  from  £40  to  £70,  according  to 
the  number  of  confinements  which  it  is  expected  that  the  midwife  will  be 
able  to  undertake.  In  addition,  school  nursing  work  is  included  among  the 
duties  of  some  of  these  midwives. 


Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  either  a  house 
oi  unfurnished  rooms  for  subsidised  midwives,  and  a  number  of  appoint¬ 
ments  have  fallen  through  owing  to  this  reason. 

The  Kent  County  Nursing  Association  have  continued  to  display  great 
activity  in  the  establishment  of  mid  wives  for  areas  where  there  is  a 
shortage,  and  the  County  Council  have  assisted  that  association  in  the 
formation  of  new  local  nursing  associations  for  this  purpose,  by  means  of 
grants  varying  from  £20  to  £50  per  annum  to  meet  the  estimated  deficit  for 
the  year,  with  a  promise  of  future  grants  based  on  the  annual  balance 
sheet  if  such  grants  should  be  needed.  These  associations  also  undertake 
general  district  nursing,  but  it  is  understood  that  the  midwifery  work  shall 
receive  primary  consideration.

Training  of  Mid  wives. — The  Kent  Education  Committee  have  for 
some  years  past  granted  scholarships  for  the  training  of  midwives,  kiom 
six  to  ten  of  these  scholarships  have  now  been  set  aside  for  nominees  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  each  year,  and  it  is  hoped  in  this  way  to  supplement 
the  midwifery  service  in  the  scattered  rural  areas. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Health  Visiting. — The  portion  of  Kent  in  which  the  County  Council  is 
responsible  for  health  visiting,  is  subdivided  into  aieas,  to  each  of  vhich 
one  of  the  county  health  visitors  is  allocated.  The  arrangement  by  which 
health  visitors  also  carry  out  the  duties  of  tuberculosis  nurse  and  school 
nurse  is  proving  satisfactory  as  resulting  in  an  avoidance  of  visits  by  more 
than  one  nurse  to  a  household  and  in  giving  the  nurses  wider  professional 
interests  in  their  work.  It  is  also  useful  from  the  point  of  view  of  co¬ 
ordination  with  the  school  medical  service. 

It  is  clear  from  the  reports  of  district  medical  officers  of  health  and 
observations  from  general  practitioners,  that  the  work  these  visitors  are 
carrying  out  is  bearing  fruit.  They  have  overcome  the  prejudice  which  was 
shown  to  their  work  in  some  quarters  in  the  earlier  stages  of  their  appoint¬ 
ments.  Generally  speaking  their  services  are  welcomed  and  often  sought 

after. 

From  the  reports  of  health  visitors  it  is  clear  that  housing  difficulties  are 
one  of  the  chief  sources  of  trouble.  The  present  economic  conditions 
resulting  in  overcrowding  of  houses  due  to  general  shortage,  and  dilapidations 
due  to  the  cost  of  repairs,  are  held  responsible  for  considerable  ill-health. 
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It  is  foi  tunate,  however,  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  evils  inherent  in  such  con¬ 
ditions  can  be  largely  negatived,  so  far  as  their  influence  on  child  welfare  is 
concerned,  by  proper  regard  to  simple  rules  of  feeding,  clothing  and  general 
management  of  babies  which  are  within  the  means  of  the  poorest  mother, 
even  in  unfortunate  surroundings  It  is  the  chief  duty  of  the  health  visitor 
to  inculcate  these  simple  rules,  and  I  feel  sure  that  the  remarkable  fall  in  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  that  is  taking  place  during  the  present  decade  is  due 
to  the  bettei  undei standing  of  mothers  on  these  matters  which  has  resulted 
fiom  the  wide  attention  given  to  the  question  during  the  last  few  years.  Of 
couise,  better  sanitation  of  dwellings  is  a  help  towards  such  improvement. 

It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  work  of  the  health  visitors  is 
carried  out  conscientiously  and  enthusiastically,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  value  of  the  work  they  do  will  become  more  and  more  apparent  as  time 
goes  on.  Details  of  the  health  visitors’  work  will  be  found  in  Table  19. 

During  1920  an  Order  has  been  made  under  Section  2  (4)  (b)  of  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  190/,  transferring  the  administration  of  the  Act 
fiom  the  local  distuct  councils  to  the  County  Council  in  the  areas  shown  in 
lable  19.  An  endeavour  will  be  made  to  secure  a  more  complete  and  early 
notification  of  biiths  than  has  been  the  case  in  the  past  in  many  of  these 
districts. 

Maternity  Centres. — A  certain  number  of  maternity  centres  have 
been  established  in  the  area  of  the  county  scheme,  and  many  of  them  are 
doing  extremely  good  work.  The  more  experience  one  has,  as  regards  the 
organisation  of  maternity  centres,  the  more  one  is  convinced  of  the  value  of 
the  services  of  an  energetic  local  voluntary  committee  in  making  for  success. 

In  the  organisation  of  all  centres  affiliated  to  the  county  scheme  it  is 
necessary  to  insist  that  the  county  health  visitors  shall  be  in  nominal 
charge ;  this  step  is  essential  to  ensure  the  uniformity  and  proper  wrorking  of 
the  details  of  the  centre.  Beyond  this,  I  think  it  is  sometimes  helpful  to 
leave  the  organisation  in  the  hands  of  the  local  committee,  who  are  naturally 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  their  district,  and  generally 
work  with  enthusiasm  to  make  a  centre  successful;  My  experience  has  been 
that  voluntary  workers  who  have  been  connected  with  the  Y.A.D.  organisa¬ 
tion  during  the  war  have  given  especially  valuable-  help  in  the  centres. 
They  are  accustomed  to  the  discipline  which  makes  for  smooth  working  and 
are  generally  of  the  type  that  is  thorough  and  willing. 

The  health  visitors  take  a  great  interest  in  this  branch  of  their  vmrk, 
and  through  their  routine  visits,  as  the  result  of  the  notification  of  a  birth, 
they  are  able  to  use  their  influence  in  encouraging  mothers  to  attend  a  centre. 

At  the  present  time,  the  few  centres  organised  by  no  means  cover  the 
whole  area.  It  is  obvious  that  mothers  cannot  conveniently  bring  their 
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children  for  more  than  a  mile  or  two  to  attend  at  a  centre.  Therefore 
for  a  complete  scheme  such  centres  should  be  established  in  at  least 
all  the  larger  villages.  It  is  surprising  how  successful  a  centre  has  proved 
to  be  though  the  surrounding  population  is  small  and  scattered — for 
example  at  Meopham.  My  present  policy,  which  I  think  is  likely  to  lead  to 
the  best  results,  is  to  do  everything  possible  to  encourage  local  interest  in 
infant  welfare  work,  and  then  when  a  voluntary  committee  has  been 
formed  with  the  idea  of  starting  a  centre  to  give  them  every  assistance  to  get 
the  centre  working  on  right  lines. 

Details  of  attendance,  Ac.,  at  the  centres  will  be  found  in  Table  20,  and 
since  the  end  of  the  year  1919  new  centres  have  been  established  in 
Faversham  Borough,  Boughton,  Newnham,  Teynham,  Chislehurst,  Cobham, 
Cudham,  Herne  Bay,  High  Brooms,  Southborough  and  Sundridge.  When 
possible  and  desirable  the  same  premises  will  also  be  used  as  school  clinics. 
A  scheme  is  in  hand  for  extending  the  dental  service  of  the  Kent  Education 
Committee  to  the  county  maternity  centres. 

Still-Births. — Still-births  are  investigated  and  reported  upon  by  the 
health  visitors.  In  ninety-three  investigations  in  1919,  the  following  causes  were 
definitely  given  : — Injury  21,  abnormality  10,  eclampsia  5,  shock  4,  venereal 
disease  1.  In  fifty-two  instances  the  cause  was  stated  to  be  unknown,  Ac. 
A  proportion  of  these  would  undoubtedly  be  due  to  venereal  disease. 

Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order. — No  alteration  of  procedure  has 
been  considered  necessary  in  consequence  of  the  issue  of  the  new  Order  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  dated  December  22nd,  1919. 

The  health  visitors  recommend  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  all  cases  in 
which  a  grant  appears  necessary  by  reason  of  poverty,  giving  full  details  of 
the  circumstances  of  the  household,  and  each  case  is  carefully  considered. 
During  1919,  312  recommendations  were  granted,  involving  the  free  supply 
of  2,124  gallons  of  milk,  thirty-six  pounds  of  glaxo  and  330  eggs. 

Nursing  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Diarrhcea  and  Poliomyelitis. — 
An  arrangement  has  been  made  whereby  the  services  of  a  nurse  from  the 
Kent  County  Nursing  Association  shall  be  available  for  home  nursing,  where 
necessary,  in  cases  of  the  above  diseases.  The  services  of  the  county  health 
visitors  are  also  available  for  home  visiting  of  measles,  Ac.  The  local  medical 
officers  of  health  have  been  informed  of  these  facilities,  but  no  applications 
have  been  received  for  the  help  of  these  nurses. 

Various. — Two  places  have  been  reserved  in  the  Bamsgate  Hostel  for 
unmarried  mothers  and  their  children  from  the  area  of  the  county  maternity 
and  child  welfare  scheme.  These  places  have  been  kept  constantly  filled. 

Voluntary  maternity  homes  have  been  established  in  Chislehurst,  Can¬ 
terbury  and  Whitstable,  and  one  has  similarly  been  established  by  the

Arrangements  have  been 
made  for  admission  to  these  homes  of  cases  from  the  county  area  where  the 
home  conditions  are  unsatisfactory  for  confinement  or  where,  for  other  reasons 
it  is  desirable  that  a  patient  should  be  admitted  to  the  home.

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The  following  observations  by  the  local  medical  officers  of  health  give  an 
indication  of  the  work  which  is  carried  on,  or  proposed,  outside  the  headings 
of  the  above  table  : — 

Beckenham. — A  joint  maternity  home  (with  Penge)  will  be  opened  about 
August,  1920. 

Bexley. — The  question  of  the  provision  of  a  maternity  home  was  con¬ 
sidered  in  1919,  and  one  with  six  beds  was  opened  1st  July,  1920. 

Bromley. — The  council  have  made  arrangements  with  the  Bromley, 
Cli  isle  hurst  and  .District  Maternity  Hospital  for  the  admission  of  women  who 
cannot  with  safety  be  confined  at  home. 

A  day  nursery  is  provided  where  there  is  accommodation  for  thirty-five 
children  who  are  cared  for  from  7.30  a.m.  to  7  p.m.,  except  on  Saturdays  and 
Sundays.  Four  children  can  also  be  taken  as  residents,  and  the  council  have 
now  decided  to  give  a  grant  of  £50  per  annum  to  the  nursery  on  condition 
that  a  bed  is  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  of  the  council.  An  ante-natal  clinic  has  been  commenced  in  1920, 

Chatham. — Dental  treatment  is  provided  for  expectant  mothers  and 

children. 

The  provision  of  a  maternity  home  (principle  adopted  by  the  council)  is 
under  consideration. 

Dover. — A  surgical  clinic  is  held  monthly  in  connection  with  the 
maternity  and  child  welfare  centre. 

A  creche  was  opened  during  the  year,  where  children  are  looked  after 
during  the  day. 

Erith. — A  house  lias  been  purchased  for  use  as  a  maternity  home  and 
alterations  were  proceeded  with  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  ground  floor  will  be  used  for  the  child  welfare  centre  for  Erith,  and 
the  ante-natal  and  dental  clinics,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  a  school  clinic 
for  minor  ailments,  dental  and  ophthalmic  work. 

The  first  floor  will  be  occupied  with  the  maternity  beds  and  children’s 
cots,  with  necessary  annexes.  The  stable  and  coachhouse  are  to  be  converted 
into  an  operating  theatre  for  adenoids  and  tonsils,  with  a  room  for  patients  to 
lie  down  and  recover  in  after  operation. 

It  is  proposed  to  provide  one  maternity  ward  (three  beds)  an  observa¬ 
tion  ward  (one  bed)  and  a  children’s  cot  ward  (five  beds)  with  labour  room 
ward  kitchen,  bathroom,  etc.  Preference  is  to  be  given  to  necessitous  cases, 
and  one  bed  is  to  be  reserved  for  emergency  cases.  A  small  charge  has  been 
fixed  for  cases  admitted,  but  this  can  be  reduced  or  remitted  entirely  where 
the  circumstances  of  the  patient  are  such  as  to  render  it  necessary. 
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During  1919  arrangements  were  made  with  a  dental  surgeon  for  atten¬ 
tion  to  be  given  to  the  teeth  of  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  and  children 
under  five  years  of  age. 

Folkestone. — A  scheme  is  proposed  for  acquiring  St.  Gabriel's  Home  to 
be  utilised  as  a  maternity  home  and  a  creche  for  infants  and  toddlers. 

Gillingham. — A  larger  centre  is  much  needed. 

Up  to  now  no  move  has  been  taken  to  start  a  day  nursery,  but  the 
Maternity  Committee  are  considering  this  question. 

There  are  many  parts  of  the  council’s  scheme  which  will,  without 
doubt,  require  attention  in  the  near  future,  e.g .,  the  provision  of  a 
maternity  hospital  and  rest  home,  and  the  medical  officer  of  health  suggests 
as  a  point  for  consideration  whether  a  suitable  small  hospital  could  not  be 
run  jointly  by  the  three  towns  more  economically  than  one  in  each. 

Gravesend. — Babies’  clothing  is  provided  by  the  ladies’  committee  and 
sold  at  reduced  prices  to  mothers. 

Expectant  mothers  are  also  encouraged  to  pay  visits  to  the  centre  and 
consult  the  medical  officer,  and  are  assisted  in  necessitous  cases  with  a 
“maternity  box”  and  a  maternity  free  grant. 

Maidstone. — An  ante-natal  clinic  has  been  established  (average  attend¬ 
ance  7).  Two  beds  are  retained  at  the  West  Kent  General  Hospital,  for 
complicated  maternity  cases. 

Margate. — A  new  and  up-to-date  maternity  and  child  welfare  centre 
will  be  opened  shortly. 

Penge. — The  joint  maternity  home  (Beckenham  and  Penge)  will  be 
opened  about  August,  1920. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  considers  that  the  provision  of  milk,  free  or  at  reduced 
price,  has  made  the  scheme  a  real  success,  and  it  has  been  his  experience  that 
many  lives  have  been  saved,  and  many  underfed  and  marasmic  children  have 
developed  into  strong  healthy  beings  in  consequence  of  this  beneficial 
provision. 

Sheerness. — It  has  been  decided  to  procure  more  commodious  accommo¬ 
dation  and  also  to  establish  an  ante-natal  or  maternity  centre,  and  a  lying-in 
ward,  of  possibly  four  beds. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to  co-operate  with  the  Lethbridge  Nursing 
Society  for  the  services  of  a  midwife  to  attend  necessitous  women  in 
confinement. 

Tunbridge  Wells. — There  is  a  small  centre  in  the  Health  Office,  but 
larger  premises  are  being  taken,  and  a  special  nurse  will  be  engaged  for  this 
work. 
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With  regard  to  the  lying-in  home,  a  committee  of  ladies  has  taken  this 
matter  up  and  is  endeavouring  to  raise  a  sufficient  sum  to  start  the  home 
under  the  administrative  supervision  of  the  medical  officer  of  health. 

Dartford  Rural. — The  district  council  has  in  view  the  establishment  of 
two  wards  for  maternity  and  children  (infants). 

Three  dentists  have  been  appointed  for  the  various  districts.

The  following  extracts  from  the  reports  of  the  district  medical  officers  of 
health  are  of  interest  in  connection  with  the  question  of  the  milk  supply 
generally  : — 

Chatham . — There  is  no  article  of  food  of  more  importance  or  more  liable 
to  bacterial  contamination,  than  milk.  Given  a  healthy  animal,  milk  is,  or 
should  be,  a  steiile  fluid  at  the  source,  but  it  passes  through  many  hands 
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before  it  reaches  the  consumer  and  both  in  the  cowshed,  in  transit  and  in 
storage,  the  dangers  of  fouling  are  numerous.  With  very  few  exceptions  the 
farmer  who  produces,  the  milkers  and  others  concerned  in  the  work  of  the 
cowsheds,  the  carrier  and  milk-seller  and  the  householder,  are  either  supremely 
ignorant  and  apathetic,  or  wilfully  negligent  and  culpable  in  regard  to  milk. 
Healthy  animals,  and  a  due  regard  to  the  elementary  principles  of  cleanliness, 
should  lie  the  rule  from  cow  to  consumer  instead  of  the  reverse,  and  the 
singular  thing  is  that  the  public  acquiesce  in  this  state  of  matters.  In¬ 
dividuals  who  carefully  scrutinise  the  purity  of  water,  accept  a  milky 
solution  of  manure  and  other  ingredients  with  equanimity.  The  whole 
question  of  milk  supply  should  be  dealt  with  from  the  public  health  point  of 
view,  regulations  should  be  equally  enforced  in  all  areas,  and  vested  interests 
should  not  be  allowed  to  stand  in  the  way  of  legislation  which  will  enforce  a 
proper  standard  of  cleanliness  in  all  details  connected  with  the  supply. 

In  a  report  recently  made  to  the  Chatham  Council  by  the  veterinary 
inspector,  who  visits  and  reports  once  a  quarter  in  regard  to  the  health  and 
cleanliness  of  the  cows,  out  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  animals,  ninety-three 
or  forty-two  per  cent.,  were  found  not  clean.  This  is  a  condition  which  should 
not  be,  but  the  existing  powers  are  ineffective  for  dealing  with  these  cases. 
It  should  be  a  penal  matter  to  supply  dirty  milk,  which  is  impossible  to  pre¬ 
vent  when  cows  are  plastered  with  manure,  when  udders  are  not  properly 
cleansed,  and  when  the  milker  also  disregards  elementary  cleanliness. 

Ramsgate. — As  illustrating  the  futility  of  instituting  legal  proceedings 
even  in  cases  in  which  serious  deficiency  is  certified  by  the  public  analyst,  the 
following  particulars  of  proceedings  in  connection  with  milk  sample  No  274 
(26  per  cent,  deficient  in  milk  fat)  may  be  given  : — 

The  case  was  brought  under  Section  76  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
18/5,  and  was  for  a  breach  of  that  section,  inasmuch  as  the  milk  sold 
was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  26  per  cent.,  as  shown 
by  the  certificate  of  the  public  analyst. 

When  the  case  came  before  the  magistrates  the  defendants  proved 
that  the  milk  was  in  the  same  condition  as  it  came  from  the  cow  and 
relied  on  the  case  of  Hunt  v.  Richardson.  In  opposition  to  this  the 
prosecution  submitted  evidence  of  milk  taken  two  or  three  days  later 
and  submitted  this  on  evidence  of  Wilkinson  v.  Clarke.  The  evidence 
was  to  show  that  the  samples  taken  subsequently  were  of  good  quality 
The  magistrates,  however,  refused  to  entertain  the  evidence  of  the  samples 
taken  on  the  succeeding  days  as  it  did  not  appear  to  them  that  facts 
and  circumstances  connected  with  the  sample  of  milk  purchased  on 
different  days  would  be  legal  evidence  bearing  on  the  nature,  substance 
and  quality  of  the  milk  mentioned  in  the  information. 
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The  case  was  taken  to  the  Divisional  Court,  when  after  hearing  both 
parties,  the  case  was  remitted  to  the  magistrates.  The  Judge  stated 
that  it  was  quite  clear  that  the  “decision  as  it  stands  and  as  we  interpret 
it  is  wrong  in  law,”  and  that,  put  shortly,  the  mere  fact  that  the  sample 
had  not  been  taken  until  three  days  after  the  day  of  the  offence  was  not 
sufficient  to  make  evidence  inadmissible  in  law. 

The  case  in  due  course  again  came  before  the  magistrates  and  was 
dismissed,  the  magistrates  not  feeling  justified  in  altering  the  decision 
on  the  evidence  of  the  defendants  as  proved  before  them. 

Owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  results  of  legal  proceedings  taken  in  several 
cases,  the  Town  Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Sanitary  Committee, 
passed  a  resolution  making  representations  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  urging 
that  legislation  be  introduced  to  amend  the  existing  law  under  which,  in 
view  of  the  decisions  of  the  High  Courts  of  Justice  in  Hunt  v.  Richardson  and 
other  cases,  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  a  conviction  for  the  sale  of  milk  of 
whatever  quality  when  the  milk  is  sold  in  the  same  state  as  it  came  from  the 
cow,  although  the  cow  may  have  been  abnormally  treated. 

Rochester. — All  cowsheds  are  frequently  inspected,  and  while  in  some 
cases  a  genuine  effort  to  produce  clean  milk  may  be  acknowledged,  in  others 
the  word  cleanliness  conveys  no  meaning  whatever  to  the  owner  of  the  cows. 
In  the  case  of  the  latter  the  grooming  of  the  cows,  the  cleaning  of  the 
udders,  the  personal  cleanliness  of  the  milkers,  the  cleaning  of  the  cowsheds, 
the  disposal  of  the  manure,  the  straining  of  the  milk,  are  all  carried  out  in 
the  most  perfunctory  manner,  and  the  milk  from  these  cows,  as  it  finally 
reaches  the  consumer,  is  a  grossly  vitiated  article.  On  remonstrance  the 
person  concerned  says  first  that  there  is  no  want  of  cleanliness,  secondly 
that  if  there  is,  the  price  he  gets  for  his  milk  will  not  permit  him  to  spend 
more  money  in  labour,  and  finally  that  if  any  more  fuss  is  made  he  will  give 
up  producing  milk  altogether.  He  regards  the  last  as  a  clinching  argument. 
If  it  is  suggested  that  he  should  use  modern  milking  pails,  covered  in  with 
the  exception  of  a  small  aperture,  he  wants  to  know  who  is  going  to  pay  for 
them,  and,  anyway,  considers  them  an  absolutely  useless  fad.  His  prevail¬ 
ing  characteristics  in  this  matter  of  milk  production  are  too  often  ignorance, 
carelessness  and  greed. 

Having  regard  to  the  supreme  importance  of  milk  as  a  food,  and  the 
extent  to  which  it  is  irreplacable  for  young  children  and  invalids,  steps  ought 
to  be  definitely  taken  to  secure  its  purity  in  a  far  greater  degree  than  present 
legislation  and  practices  permit. 

Very  much  extended  powers  ought  to  be  given  to  control  the  circum¬ 
stances  in  cowsheds  and  in  the  production  of  milk,  greater  penalties  should 
be  empowered,  and  an  effort  should  be  made  to  mitigate  the  leniency  with 
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which  magisterial  benches,  especially  in  rural  areas,  are  wont  to  regard 
offences  in  this  connection. 

If  such  steps  should  be  taken  and  fail  to  produce  the  desired  effect 
then  a  system  of  examinations,  as  in  the  United  States,  to  ascertain  the 
bacterial  content  of  milk  exposed  for  sale,  should  be  adopted.  By  this  means 
the  milk  is  graded,  and  the  price  regulated  accordingly.  Then  at  all  events 
the  people  would  know  how  much  dirt  they  were  paying  for.

Tunbridge  Well,.- In  some  milkshops  greater  care  is  needed  in  the 
matter  of  storing  the  milk  in  the  coolest  and  most  dust-free  places  Id,  if 
suitable  covering  of  the  vessels  in  which  it  is  kept.  It  was  noted  that  cover- 
mgs  were  always  present,  but  frequently  not  in  use.

11  1S  jl  customary  feature  to  find,  especially  in  the  small  houses  bread 
but  er,  fish,  milk,  margarine,  jam,  vinegar,  paraffin,  meat  and  other  fats  all 
in  the  same  cupboard,  and  people  then  complain  that  the  meat  or  other  hod 
Stuffs  were  not  fresh  when  purchased.  The  old  type  of  house  has  not  beS 
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constructed  with  this  larder  accommodation,  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  where 
such  building  could  be  erected,  so  that  there  will  have  to  be  a  great  deal  of 
discretion  shown  in  this  matter.  But  where  possible,  a  larder  should  be 
enforced,  and  where  impossible,  ventilation  to  existing  cupboards  may  have 
to  suffice. 

Sheerness. — Meat  inspections  could  be  improved  by  a  public  abattoir. 

Several  other  reports  refer  to  the  advisability  of  public  abattoir  provision 
and  difficulties  in  connection  with  establishing  the  same. 

SANITATION  OF  HOPPER  ENCAMPMENTS. 

No  observations  of  interest  appear  in  the  district  reports. 

HOUSING. 

Tables  22  and  23  show  the  activities  undertaken  during  the  year,  under 
Section  17  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  Ac.,  Act,  1909.  The  great  shortage 
of  housing  accommodation  due  to  the  suspension  of  building  operations  during 
recent  years,  has  rendered  the  stringent  operation  of  the  Act  impossible,  and 
this  has  been  further  emphasised  by  the  present  greatly  increased  cost  of 
building  materials  and  labour.  During  the  next  few  years,  however,  it  is 
hoped  that  there  will  be  renewed  activity  in  closing  houses  which  are  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  and  in  generally  enforcing  improvement  of  houses  which 
have  hi, lien  out  of  repair. 

In  my  annual  report  for  1917  (pages  60  to  74),  I  gave  an  exhaustive 
summary  of  the  housing  position  in  Kent,  and  on  pages  72  and  73  of  my 
1918  report  I  showed  the  position  of  the  housing  schemes  of  the  various 
district  councils  at  the  beginning  of  1919,  which  indicated  that  very  little  pro¬ 
gress  had  been  made.  Tables  24  and  25  of  the  present  report  give  further  details 
of  the  housing  needs  of  the  county  and  schemes  for  meeting  the  deficiency, 
together  with  the  progress  made  as  elicited  by  direct  enquiry  at  the  time  of 
writing  this  report.  It  will  be  seen  that  in  only  twenty  districts  have  actual 
building  operations  been  commenced  and  very  few  houses  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  to  date.  However,  a  perusal  of  the  last  column  of  the  table  will 
indicate  that  there  should  be  very  little  further  delay  and  that  steady  progress 
may  be  anticipated. 

The  various  schemes  of  the  district  councils  were  all  submitted  to  me 
during  the  year  by  the  Housing  Commissioner,  for  my  observations,  and  in 
this  connection  the  county  sanitary  inspector  spent  many  weeks  in  work 
entirely  relating  thereto,  visiting  many  of  the  districts  and  going  into  details 

locally. 

The  Ministry  of  Health’s  circulars,  Ac.,  concerning  housing  are 
summarised  on  pages  15  to  18  of  this  report.  @

The  annual  reports  of  the  district  medical  officers  of  health  deal  with 

the  housing  problem  generally,  and  the  following  are  a  few  extracts  of 
interest : — 

Chatham— To  such  as  are  content  with  the  present  stamp  of  housing 

accommodation  which  exists  in  some  parts  of  the  district,  and  who  adopt  a 

passive  attitude  towards  reform,  I  commend  a  study  of  the  following  figures 

as  an  unanswerable  argument  in  favour  of  early  action.  They  will  repay 

caretul  study.  They  relate  to  areas  in  Chatham  in  which  are  houses  having 

one  or  more  of  such  defects  as  “inadequate  ventilation  and  light,  common 

yards,  defective  privy  accommodation,  and  drainage,  dirt,  and  overcrowding.”

Water  Supply. 


The  only  remedy  is  one  of  a  radical  character,  and  that  is  the  extermina¬ 
tion  of  slum  property ,  and  the  provision  of  dwellings  which  will  contain  the 
essential  requisites  of  a  healthy  existence  When  that  is  done,  then  if  the 
privileges  and  amenities  are  abused  by  the  occupants,  there  should  be  some 
form  of  legal  redress. 

Sheppey.  —  There  has  been  considerable  discussion  of  late  for  and  against 
the  erection  of  wooden  buildings.  It  is  true  that  there  are  many  of  these 
houses  in  this  district,  built  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hundred 
years  ago,  and  still  serviceable,  but  they  are  built  of  thoroughly  seasoned  oak 
or  elm.  Although  at  the  present  time  there  is  practically  no  timber  of  this 
description  obtainable  in  the  country,  I,  nevertheless,  recommend  that  you 
rescind  your  bye-law  prohibiting  erection  of  wooden  houses,  as  I  believe  that 
by  so  doing  you  would  induce  private  individuals  to  build,  and  thereby  relieve 
some  of  the  present  congestion. 

Strood. — There  is  a  number  of  dwellings  in  the  district  on  the  border¬ 
land  of  unfitness,  and  we  have  great  difficulty  in  having  even  ordinary  repairs 
carried  out.  During  the  war,  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  and  other  causes, 
it  was  impossible  to  get  sufficient  repairs  carried  out  to  keep  the  properties  in 
good  condition,  and  to-day  property  owners  say  that  owing  to  the  low  standard 
of  rents  and  the  greatly  increased  cost  of  repairs,  it  is  a  better  investment  for 
them  to  allow  the  property  to  become  derelict.  This  is  undoubtedly  true, 
and  there  appears  to  be  no  remedy  for  it  short  of  fixing  an  economic  rent. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  following  is  an  enumeration  of  works  which  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  year  under  review,  and  improvements  which  are  needed.  The  next 
few  years  will  probably  see  considerable  improvements  so  far  as  the  financial 
position  will  permit : — 

Urban  Districts  : — 

Ashford.—  An  increase  in  the  storage  capacity  of  the  reservoir  is  in 
contemplation. 

Dover. — Additional  adits  have  been  driven. 

Lydd. — The  water  is  drawn  from  shallow  walls  in  a  shingle  bed.  The 
catchment  area  is  not  fenced  in.  Trains  with  lavatory  accommodation  pass 
over  it.  Men  are  employed  erecting  stone  crushing  works  upon  it  and  there 
are  men  working  on  the  railway  and  casual  pedestrians. 

The  council  have  notified  the  Water  Co.  of  these  conditions. 

Margate.— At  the  present  time  the  borough  engineer  is  engaged  upon  the 
erection  oi  a  new  pumping  station  at  Wingham,

A  new  reservoir  to  bold  2,000,000  gallons  has  been  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  will  be  erected  as  soon  as  conditions  admit. 

Sheerness. — The  present  water  supply  is  on  the  “intermittent”  principle, 
aod  is  derived  from  deep  wells.  The  council  have  constructed  a  storage 
reservoir  on  the  summit  of  Southdown  Hill,  near  Halfway  Houses,  capable  of 
containing  1,000,000  gallons  of  water  or  three  days  supply.  In  addition  to 
the  supply  ol  water  from  the  old  wells  in  Trinity  Hoad,  the  council  hope  to 
supplement  the  yield  by  putting  into  operation  the  recently  sunk  deep  well  at 
Sheeiness  East,  for  which,  by  reason  of  the  enteric  outbreak  in  October,  1916, 
loans  have  been  sanctioned  by  the  Treasury  for  the  purposes  of  machinery  and 
buildings. 

dhe  position  01  the  water-mains  at  the  rear  of  tiie  houses  and  approximately 
on  the  line  of  the  sewer  is  bad,  especially  so  when  wrought  iron  is  used  for  the 
communication  pipes,  as  it  will  be  readily  understood  that  with  open  sewer 
joints,  flat  sewers,  defective  water  pipes,  and  an  intermittent  water  supply,  in 
the  event  of  sewage  reaching  the  water  pipes  during  the  time  the  water  is 
turned  off,  there  is  a  possibility  of  its  entering  the  water  supply  system  and 
being  delivered  to  the  houses  when  the  water  is  again  turned  on. 

(I  understand  that  provision  for  a  constant  supply  is  now  under  contract 
and  is  near  completion). 

Sittingbourne. —  The  water  is  very  hard;  a  new  scheme  is  under 
consideration. 

Southborough. — The  supply  is  constant,  but  some  of  the  mains  are 
1  educed  in  size  by  deposit  and  require  renewing,  as  do  also  many  of  the 
service  pipes. 

Tonbridge . — The  chemical  quality  is  invariably  satisfactory  from  both 
sources,  but  the  bacteriological  condition  of  the  shallow  well  water  varies  and 
hence  the  elaborate  system  of  filters  which  have  been  installed. 

Some  alterations  were  made  with  a  view  of  further  improving  the  supply, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  water  was  shown  to  be  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

Whitstable. — The  water  supply  is  not  quite  satisfactory  as  the  service  is 
cut  off  at  night.  The  water  is  of  good  organic  purity  but  contains  excess  of 
oxide  of  iron. 

Kural  Districts  : — 

Bridge.— Water  is  required  at  Rough  Common  and  Harbledown,  and  the 
Canterbury  Water  Co.  have  been  asked  to  extend  their  main. 
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Bromley . — At  Biggin  Hill  (Cudham)  many  of  the  new  houses  and 
bungalows  on  recently  set  out  private  roads  are  dependent  on  stored  rain¬ 
water,  and  extensions  of  mains  in  this  locality  will  be  necessary  in  the  near 
future. 

Cranbrook . — The  majority  of  the  private  wells  yield  an  originally  good 
water,  but  the  quality  is  frequently  impaired  by  insufficient  protection  from 
outside  sources  and  surface  washings,  and  by  the  wells  being  “  dip-wells  ” 
instead  of  having  a  pump  attached. 

The  medical  officer  of  health  personally  examined  six  waters,  none  of 
which  was  satisfactory  and  all  pointed  to  the  existence  of  some  of  the  above 
conditions. 

Faversham. — The  extension  of  Boughton  water  works,  including  larger 
pumps  and  a  reservoir  at  the  top  of  boughton  Hill,  has  been  held  up  owing  to 
war  conditions  and  the  impossibility  of  obtaining  a  suitable  pump  even  at  the 
present  time.  When  the  work  is  completed  the  medical  officer  of  health  hopes 
mains  may  be  laid  through  the  upper  portion  of  Dunkirk  and  the  parish  of 
Hernhill,  which  at  present  are  very  badly  in  need  of  a  proper  water-supply. 
The  water  in  the  latter  parish  is  from  wells  dug  in  gravel  and  sand  and  very 
few  of  the  wells  show  satisfactory  analyses.  The  Port  of  Conyer  in  Teynham 
parish  is  in  great  need  of  a  constant  water  supply.  The  present  public 
supply  from  a  well  about  half  a  mile  away,  runs  very  slowly,  presumably 
owing  to  furring  of  the  pipes.  The  Mid-Kent  Water  Co.’s  mains  are  within 
half  a  mile  of  Conyer,  and  an  agreement  has  been  signed  for  the  supply  to  be 
carried  there  shortly. 

The  water  supply  of  Graveney  parish  is  deficient  and  much  contaminated. 
Suggested  schemes  are  considered  by  the  council  to  be  too  expensive. 

Hollingbourn. — The  medical  officer  of  health  mentions  the  necessity  of 
extending  the  mains  below  Chart  Hill  between  Ulcombe  and  Headcorn,  and 
between  Bredhurst  and  Stockbury. 

Hoo. — Owing  to  the  demand  of  the  Admiralty  at  Kingsnorth  Station 
being  much  less,  there  has  been  a  better  supply  maintained  at  Hoo,  etc.,  than 
in  previous  years.  Grain  is  still  dependent  on  the  water-supply  from  the  Fort, 
which  is  far  from  satisfactory,  and  the  medical  officer  of  health  strongly  urges 
the  council  to  extend  the  main  from  Stoke  to  Grain  as  the  only  means  of 
obtaining  a  satisfactory  supply.  (Dr.  Outred  states  that  as  his  report  goes  to 
press  he  is  informed  that  the  council  are  negotiating  for  a  supply  from  the 
Admiralty  source  at  the  Air  Station.  The  Water  Company  cannot  raise  the 
capital  to  extend  the  mains  from  Stoke  to  Grain.  Application  has  also  been 
made  to  carry  the  water  mains  through  Cooling,  but  the  cost  is  too  great). 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Maidstone.  I  lie  construction  of  some  wells  leaves  much  to  be  desired 
and  the  quality  of  water  is  also  much  deteriorated  by  “draw  wells,”  the 
constant  opening  of  the  tops  and  the  descent  of  the  buckets  causing  contami¬ 
nation  of  an  otherwise  good  water. 

Mailing.  Shallow  wells  at  East  Peckham  are  liable  to  contamination. 

Romney  Marsh.— The  absence  of  a  good  water-supply  for  Dymchurch 
has  been  commented  upon  from  time  to  time,  but  this  has  not  yet  materialised. 

Sheppey.— The  quantity  of  water  is  adequate  but  the  distribution  is 
defective.  The  general  water  supply  is  very  unsatisfactory  and  is  becoming 
grave.  At  present  Minster,  Halfway  Houses  and  Eastchurch  are  more  or  less 
dependent  on  the  Sheppey  Water  Company  for  their  supply.  There  is  an 
ample  supply  of  water  available,  if  the  Water  Company  would  only  take  full 

advantage  of  it,  but  it  appears  that  owing  to  their  pumping  power  they  are 
unable  to  do  so. 

It  has  been  decided  unanimously  to  take  up  again  the  scheme  of  sinking 

a  well  at  Eastchurch  with  plant  sufficient  to  supply  Minster  with  water  in 
case  of  necessity. 

Aftei  considering  the  matter  in  all  its  bearings  Dr.  Wigles worth 
recommends  the  council  to  consider  a  scheme  whereby  it  could  take  over  the 
control  of  the  water-supply  of  the  whole  district. 

Tenter  den.  Several  parishes  are  dependent  on  wells  and  the  supplies 
are  very  inadequate  at  Woodchurch  and  some  of  the  shallow  wells  at  Appledore 
are  apt  to  give  out  in  dry  seasons. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  following  is  a  complete  survey  of  the  methods  of  sewage  disposal  in 
vogue  in  the  different  districts  in  Kent  as  ascertained  from  the  reports  of  the 
district  medical  officers  of  health,  and  also  by  special  inquiries  from  my 
department. 


Urban  Districts  : — 

Ashford.  Ihe  sewage  flows  from  the  main  portion  of  the  town  by 
gravitation  to  the  works  at  Bybrook,  which  are  situated  on  the  Kiver  Stour 
just  outside  the  district.  The  sewage  from  South  Ashford  is  pumped  up  into 
the  sewers  in  the  upper  part  of  the  town,  whence  it  flows  to  the  sewage  works, 
and  where,  after  screening,  it  is  treated  with  lime  and  sulphate  of  alumina  in 
order  to  cause  precipitation.  The  sludge  formed  by  this  process  is  pumped 
into  bays,  the  effluent  from  the  tanks  being  pumped  on  to  land  adjoining. 
The  land  is  under-drained  and  the  effluent  passes  into  the  Stour. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 


The  medical  officer  of  health  states  that  the  new  land  at  the  sewage  works 
purchased  in  1918  is  in  use,  but  is  not  laid  out  with  ridges,  furrows,  etc.  The 
sewage  in  consequence  flows  off  the  surface  into  the  Elver  Stour  causing 
pollution. 

Proper  sewerage  for  houses  in  Kingsnorth  Road  and  in  the  Beaver  district 
is  considered  to  be  necessary,  but  most  of  the  houses  in  Ashford  which  are  not 
connected  with  the  sewers  are  situated  in  outlying  places  and  they  are 
provided  with  water-closets  and  cesspools,  privies,  earth-closets  or  pail-closets. 

Beckenham. — The  sewage  and  excreta  of  the  district  are  removed  by  the 
water-carriage  system.  The  sewers  are  on  the  “separate  system,”  that  is  to 
say,  there  is  one  set  of  pipes  for  sewerage  and  another  for  surface  and  storm 
water. 

For  the  purposes  of  sewage  removal,  Beckenham  is  divided  into  two 
districts,  namely,  the  Beckenham  Sewerage  Area  and  the  West  Kent  Area. 
The  former  district  comprises  the  Kent  House  and  Laurie  Park  Wards  (area 
567  acres),  and  the  latter,  the  remainder  of  the  district  (area  3,314  acres). 

The  drainage  of  the  Beckenham  sewerage  area  discharges  into  the  Penge 
and  Bell  Green  sewer,  which  latter  sewer  (taking  also  the  sewage  from  Penge) 
connects  to  the  metropolitan  sewers  at  Lewisham,  the  main  outfall  of  which 
is  situate  at  Crossness  on  the  River  Thames. 

The  sewers  of  the  West  Kent  area  discharge  at  several  points  into  the 
two  main  sewers  of  the  West  Kent  Sewerage  Bo$ird,  the  sewage  being 
eventually  collected  at  Dartford,  where,  after  purification,  it  is  discharged 
into  the  Thames. 

Four  main  streams  intersect  Beckenham,  viz.,  Birkbeck  Stream,  Chaffinch 
Brook,  Beck  River  and  Ravensbourne  River.  Into  these  main  streams  the 

whole  of  the  surface  water  of  Beckenham  is  discharged,  either  by  open  ditches, 
or,  in  the  case  of  roads,  by  pipe  drains. 

Bexley.— A  drainage  system  covers  the  greater  portion  of  the  district, 
the  sewage  being  disposed  of  by  the  West  Kent  Main  Sewerage  Board  at  their 
outfall  works  at  Joyce  Green.  Cesspool  cleansing  is  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Surveyor,  and  the  few  earth-closets — principally  in  use 
in  factories  where  the  sewers  are  not  available — are  attended  to  by  the 
owners. 

A  scheme  for  sewering  the  Long  Lane  district  has  been  prepared  with  a 
view  to  work  being  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible. 

Broadstairs. — The  district  is  provided  with  a  water-carriage  system 
of  sewerage,  with  an  outfall  discharging  into  the  sea  at  the  northern 
end  of  the  town.  There  are  still  eight  privy-vaults  in  the  outlying  portions 
of  the  district.  The  contents  of  these  are  removed  at  least  once  a  week.

1  here  are  also  some  cesspools  in  the  suburban  areas,  but  the  district  council 
do  not  undertake  the  emptying  of  these.  All  new  houses  are  required  to  be 

provided  with  properly  constructed  wash-down  water-closets,  with  suitable 
flushing-cisterns. 

An  extension  of  main  drainage  for  the  area  added  in  1914  is  under 
consideration. 

Bromley.  Almost  every  house  in  the  district  is  connected  to  the 
council’s  sewers,  which  in  turn  empty  into  the  sewers  of  the  West  Kent  Main 
Sewerage  Board.  The  few  houses  that  have  cesspools  are  those  that  stand  in 
large  grounds  and  either  have  inadequate  fall  to  drain  to  a  sewer,  or  are  too 
far  distant  therefrom. 

Chatham,  There  is  no  proper  drainage  system,  and  cesspools  and 
open  privies  are  mainly  used.  A  joint  scheme  (with  Rochester)  of  main 
drainage  has  been  prepared,  and  an  application  for  a  Provisional  Order  for 

the  purchase  of  a  site  for  sewage  disposal  works  at  Motley  Hill  was  granted 
in  1914.  6 

The  purchase  of  this  site  has  been  completed,  and  a  further  Provisional 
Order  was  applied  for  in  1920  for  the  compulsory  acquisition  of  land  for  the 
erection  of  pumping  stations. 

Cheriton,— The  district  is  sewered  and  drains  into  the  Folkestone  main 
outfall  sewer. 

Chislehurst. — The  whole  of  the  area  is  sewered,  the  main  effluent  sewer 
discharging  into  the  West  Kent  main  sewer  and  thence  after  the  sewage  is 
treated,  into  the  Thames  at  Dartford. 

All  closets  aie  on  the  water-carriage  system  and  are  provided  with 
flushing  tanks,  and,  with  the  exception  of  three  or  four,  are  connected  to  a 

sewer.  These  few  are  in  large  gardens  or  at  isolated  places  where  a  sewer  is 
not  available. 

Dartford.  The  removal  of  excreta  is  principally  by  water-carriage  into 
the  West  Kent  main  sewer.  All  sewers  west  of  Kent  Road  flow  directly  into 
the  main  sewer  by  gravitation,  but  east  of  that  line  the  sewage  has  to  be  lifted. 
About  fifty  houses  are  not  connected  with  the  sewer,  chiefly  from  want  of 
sewer  accommodation.  Of  these,  twenty  use  earth-closets,  and  the  remaining 
thirty  have  cesspools. 

Deal. — The  system  under  which  Deal  is  drained  is,  in  the  estimation  of 
the  local  medical  officer  of  health,  satisfactory. 

The  borongh  was  in  1901  provided  with  a  system  of  water-carriage 
drainage,  by  means  of  which  the  Town,  Middle  Deal  and  Upper  Deal  are  all 
drained. 
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The  whole  of  the  sewage  of  the  district  is  carried  by  gravitation  to  the 
pumping  station,  where  it  is  raised  by  pumping  into  a  covered  reservoir 
capable  of  holding  about  600,000  gallons,  which  storage  is  ample  for  the 
sewage  dealt  with  in  an  average  dry  day  o  '  twenty-four  hours. 

The  outfall  springs  from  the  north-east  corner  of  this  reservoir;  it  is 
formed  of  cast-iron  pipes  of  27  in.  diameter  and  extends  into  the  sea  five  hundred 
feet  from  low-water  mark.  The  average  time  the  outfall  is  open  for  discharge 
is  about  an  hour  on  each  tide,  and  it  is  opened  at  the  exact  time  of  high  water 
when  the  outfall  is  submerged  from  eighteen  to  twenty  feet ;  during  such 
time  there  is  also  a  three  to  five  knot  current  which  runs  in  a  N.E.  direction, 
a  speed  which  is  quite  sufficient  to  carry  all  evidence  of  sewage  well  beyond 
the  course  of  the  River  Stour,  whose  ebb  also  acts  as  a  secondary  safeguard 
against  its  return  this  side  of  the  Goodwin  Sands. 

Dover. — The  town  is  provided  with  a  water-carriage  system  of  drainage, 
the  sewage  being  discharged  into  the  sea. 

A  portion  of  the  parish  of  River,  however,  still  requires  sewering,  the 
present  system  of  water-closets  discharging  into  cesspools  having  caused 
many  complaints.  There  are  about  fifty-nine  of  these  cesspools  which  are 
emptied  regularly  by  the  council,  and  one  shilling  per  annum  is  charged 
to  each  householder  for  whom  this  service  is  carried  out.  The  question 
of  the  sewerage  of  this  portion  of  the  town  is  under  consideration. 

There  are  a  few  earth  and  pail  closets  in  a  few  other  outlying  portions 
of  the  town. 

Erith. — The  sewer  consists  of  two  portions,  one  taking  sewage  from  the 
low-lying  areas  and  running  from  the  western  boundary  near  Abbey  Wood 
railway  station  to  Erith,  and  the  other  draining  the  upper  part  of  Belvedere 
and  Northumberland  Heath. 

The  outfall  works  are  situated  at  Anchor  Bay  at  the  eastern  end  of  the 
district,  and,  after  treatment  by  septic  tanks,  aeration  beds  and  percolating 
filters,  the  effluent  is  discharged  at  low  tide  into  the  River  Thames. 

The  sludge  left  is  placed  in  sludge  lagoons,  of  which  there  are  five,  and 
allowed  to  dry.  It  is  then  dug  out  and  carted  away  for  use  by  farmers  and 
allotment  holders. 

There  are  six  percolating  filters  with  revolving  distributors 

There  are  now  very  few  houses  left  connected  to  the  old  brick  sewer 
which  discharges  on  the  foreshore  of  the  river,  and  the  sewer  is  mainly  used 
for  surface-water  drainage. 

Houses  built  on  the  marsh  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Belvedere  Station 
are  provided  with  cesspools  as  no  sewer  is  available  for  their  drainage. 
These  cesspools  have  been  a  source  of  trouble  and  nuisance  since  they  were 
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built,  as  they  cannot  be  made  watertight,  and  fill  up  with  subsoil  water  as 
soon  as  they  are  emptied,  and  in  addition  during  winter  and  wet  weather  the 
marsh  land  is  in  such  a  condition  as  to  render  it  very  difficult  and  sometimes 
impossible  for  the  cesspool  emptying  vans  to  reach  the  places  where  the  cess¬ 
pool  matter  may  be  deposited.  No  houses  have  been  built  on  the  marshes 
foi  some  years  past,  and  none  should  be  built  until  some  scheme  for  the  proper 
drainage  and  sewerage  of  that  area  has  been  inaugurated, 

F aver  sham. — The  sewage  works,  consisting  of  pumping  and  filtering 
station  and  treatment  beds,  has  been  kept  in  good  order  and  has  worked 
efficiently  and  delivered  a  good  effluent  which  is  discharged  into  the  Swale. 
The  filter  beds  are  on  the  Dibden  slate  bed  system.  The  main  drainage 
system  is  in  good  order ;  it  was  extended  and  improved  at  the  time  the  sewage 
works  were  established. 

Folkestone.  With  the  exception  of  some  haif-a-dozen  houses  lying  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  town,  drainage  is  effected  by  means  of  water-carriage  dis¬ 
charging  the  sewage  untreated  directly  into  the  sea. 

Footscray. — The  whole  of  the  area  is  sewered,  the  main  effluent  sewer 
discharging  into  the  West  Kent  main  sewer  and  thence  after  the  sewage  is 
treated,  into  the  Thames  at  Dartford. 

Tiactically  the  whole  of  the  houses  are  on  the  water-carriage  system  and 
are  provided  with  flushing  tanks;  there  are  only  some  half-dozen  closets  of  other 
types  in  isolated  positions. 

Gillingham. — The  sewerage  system  extends  to  nearly  all  parts  of  the 
distiict.  There  are  still  a  few  cesspools  in  outlying  parts  where  no  sewer  is 
available.  The  sewage  is  carried  away  by  natural  gravitation  to  a  spot  near 
the  river,  where  it  is  treated  with  lime  and  alumino-ferric  by  the  precipitation 

method.  The  resulting  effluent  passes  into  the  river  and  the  sludge  is  used  as 
manure. 

A  scheme  is  in  hand  for  the  drainage  of  that  portion  of  the  dockyard 
extending  into  Gillingham.  The  other  portion  will  be  installed  when  Chatham 
drainage  is  carried  out.  The  existing  scheme  is  in  good  working  order  and  at 
present  there  is  no  necessity  for  further  development.  The  rain-water  system, 
which  is  separate,  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Gravesend. — Drainage  is  chiefly  into  cesspools,  but  there  is  a  number  of 
privy  pails  in  use  in  some  of  the  lower  parts  of  the  district. 

A  scheme  of  main  drainage  for  the  borough  has  been  under  consideration 
since  1911.  Unfortunately,  the  difficulties  of  determining  the  site,  and  also 
the  estimated  initial  cost,  caused  the  council  to  postpone  their  original 
proposal,  and  the  war  has  since  intervened. 
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Pollution  of  the  Thames  takes  place,  as  a  result  of  the  sewage  from 
many  houses,  on  its  banks,  discharging  into  the  river,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  sewerage  scheme  will  be  further  considered. 

The  council  has  entered  into  a  further  contract  for  seven  years  for 
removal  of  sewage  and  dust,  the  main  drainage  scheme  being  considered 
impossible  to  undertake  at  the  present  time.  Motor  traction  is  to  be  used. 
This  is  now  working  very  satisfactorily. 

Herne  Bay. — The  whole  of  the  district  is  provided  with  an  efficient  system 
of  sewerage,  the  sewage  being  discharged  untreated  into  the  sea. 

Water-closets  are  the  only  type  of  closets  allowed  to  be  erected. 

Hythe. — The  borough  possesses  a  complete  water-carriage  system  of 
sewerage,  with  an  outfall  discharging  into  the  sea  one  and  a  half  miles  to  the 
west  of  the  town.  W.C’s  are  the  only  type  of  sanitary  conveniences  allowed 
to  be  constructed. 

A  flood  overflow  sewer  has  been  laid  at  Seabrook  to  deal  with  the  storm¬ 
water  from  St.  Martin’s  Plain  and  Dibgate  camps. 

Lydd. — The  only  system  of  drainage  is  into  cesspools,  which  are  emptied 
periodically  on  request.  There  have  been  no  complaints. 

Maidstone. — The  whole  of  the  borough,  with  the  exception  of  two  small 
districts,  has  a  system  of  main  drainage.  The  rural  portions  of  Willington 
and  the  Sutton  Road,  comprising  about  sixty  houses,  drain  into  cesspools,  and 
a  few  cottages  and  scattered  houses  situated  in  an  outlying  portion  in  the 
western  area  use  the  pail-closet  system,  the  contents  being  emptied  on  to  the 
adjacent  gardens. 

The  sewage  of  Maidstone  is  collected  into  two  main  sewers,  one  from  the 
east  borough,  and  one  from  the  west  borough.  These  join  into  one  common 
sewer,  outside  the  town,  which  conveys  the  contents  by  gravitation  to  Allington, 
where  on  arrival  the  crude  sewage  is  “screened,”  the  solid  constituents  being 
collected  by  the  neighbouring  farmers  and  used  on  their  land. 

The  screened  sewage  then  passes  on  to  the  pumping  station,  where  the 
plant  installed  will  deal  with  three  times  the  dry-weather  flow  and  a  further 
three  times  as  storm-water.  The  “storm-water”  is  pumped  up  separately  on 
to  filter  beds  at  Allington,  from  whence  the  effluent  passes  into  the  Medway. 

The  sewage  flows  from  Allington,  by  gravitation  to  the  sewage  works  at 
Aylesford  where  septicisation  and  sedimentation  take  place,  the  “  sludge  ” 
settling  down  to  the  bottom  of  the  septic  tanks  (four)  and  afterwards  being 
used  on  the  land. 

There  are  ten  percolating  filters,  the  rest  periods  being  determined  by  the 
amount  of  work  done  by  each. 
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The  effluent  from  the  filters  flows  into  a  common  pipe,  which  conveys  it 
to  the  River  Medway. 

Margate.  The  present  drainage  system  was  designed  and  carried  out  in 
1889,  and  now  every  street  in  the  borough  is  sewered.  At  the  King  Street 
pumping  station  the  plant  has  been  augmented  by  the  installation  of  two 
sets  of  electrically-driven  rotary  sewage  pumping  engines,  and  a  third  set  is 
now  being  installed.  The  bulk  of  the  sewage  flows  by  gravitation,  but  a 
small  portion  from  the  low-lying  districts  is  pumped,  and  the  whole  of  it 
conveyed  to  a  penstock  chamber  at  the  edge  of  the  cliff.  From  this  point  the 
sewage  is  carried  into  an  outfall  pipe  six  hundred  yards  across  the  foreshore 
and  discharges  into  deep  water  at  a  point  more  than  two  miles  to  the  east  of 
the  jetty.  The  sea  currents  at  this  point  have  such  a  direction  that  whether 
the  tide  is  ebbing  or  flowing  the  sewage  is  carried  away  from  the  shore  and 
disappears  in  open  sea. 

The  dead  ends  of  the  sewers  are  supplied  with  automatic  flushing  tanks. 

Owing  to  the  enlargement  of  the  borough  and  the  rapid  increase  in  the 
growth  of  the  town  it  has  become  necessary  to  add  to  the  present  drainage 
system.  The  borough  engineer  has  prepared  the  necessary  scheme  which 
includes .  duplicate  outfall  sewer,  six  hundred  yards  in  length,  42in.  in 
diameter;  four  storage  tunnels  to  hold  about  two  million  gallons;  complete 
storm-water  system ;  the  abolition  of  the  present  method  of  sewage  pumping 
and  installation  of  entirely  new  pumping  plant,  connecting  sewers,  main 
sewers  and  storm  overflows. 

Milton  Regis.— k  modern  water-carriage  system  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  works,  of  the  septic  tank  and  contact  filter  bed  type,  are  in  use,  and 
the  system  is  quite  efficient.  With  few  exceptions  all  houses  are  connected 
with  the  sewers.  The  council  are  taking  measures  to  ensure  the  fitting  of 
flushing  cisterns  throughout  the  district. 

Neiu  Romney— The  sewage  of  the  old  town  is  drained  into  cesspools 
which  are  emptied  by  the  Bexley  cart.  The  closets  are  mostly  hand-flushed 
water-closets;  an  increasing  number,  however,  are  being  fitted  with 
automatic  flush. 

Littlestone  is  provided  with  pipe  drains  with  very  little  fall,  so  that 
pumping  is  necessary  to  dispose  of  the  sewage.  An  attempt  has  been  made 
to  establish  a  sort  of  sewage  farm,  but  it  was  abandoned  in  the  early  stages 
of  construction.  At  present  the  sewage  flows  from  the  pumps,  some  hundred 
yards  or  so,  and  then  is  discharged  into  open  land  drains. 

Northfleet.— The  house  drainage  of  all  the  urban  portion  of  the  town  is 
by  means  of  cesspools  sunk  in  chalk,  which  forms  practically  the  subsoil  of 
the  whole  district.  The  closets  are  all  properly  panned,  trapped  and 
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ventilated  and  are  connected  with  the  cesspools  by  means  of  glazed  pipes 
with  cemented  joints.  The  contents  of  the  cesspools  are  pumped  into  air¬ 
tight  vans,  and  emptied  on  land  belonging  to  the  council.  The  cesspools 
prior  to  being  emptied  are  disinfected  with  sulphate  of  iron.  A  motor 
pump  for  emptying  cesspools  has  recently  been  purchased  in  substitution  for 
the  hand-pump  previously  in  use,  but  it  has  broken  down  on  two  occasions. 

There  are  still  a  few  pit  closets  in  the  more  rural  part  of  the  district, 
where  the  houses  are  scattered,  but  these  give  rise  to  no  nuisance  as  they  are 
far  away  from  the  cottages.  Surface  and  rain-water  are  dealt  with  by  means 
of  catch-pits  sunk  in  the  chalk. 

Penge. —  The  sewage  of  Penge  goes  through  the  Borough  of  Lewisham 
into  the  London  County  Council  system  of  sewers.  The  surface  water  goes 
into  a  local  stream. 

Qneenhorongh. — The  sewage  is  conveyed  by  water-carriage  and  is  dis¬ 
charged  untreated  into  the  creek  at  ebb  tide.  The  sewers  are  frequently 
flushed  and  are  well  ventilated.  Both  these  precautions  are  necessary,  as 
there  is  no  interception  of  house  drains  from  the  sewers. 

Ramsgate. — The  borough  has  an  efficient  water-carriage  system  and  the 
sewage  flows  freely  by  gravitation  from  all  parts  of  the  town  to  the  sea.  The 
sewers,  which  are  ventilated  and  regularly  flushed  with  water,  unite  near  the 
Harbour  and  form  the  outfall  sewer  in  which  the  sewage  is  conveyed  to  a 
point  over  1,250  feet  from  the  shore.  This  site  was  chosen  for  the  outfall 
many  years  ago  after  extensive  float  experiments  had  proved  that  at  what¬ 
ever  state  of  the  tide  sewage  may  be  there  discharged.  It  is  carried  by 
currents  straight  out  to  sea. 

With  the  exception  of  isolated  premises  on  the  outskirts,  the  houses  in 
the  borough  are  connected  with  the  water-carriage  system.  There  are 
flushing  cisterns  in  connection  with  all  water-closets,  the  great  majority  of 
which  are  of  the  modern  pedestal  wash-down  type.  There  are  no  privies  in 
the  borough. 

Rochester. —  Sewage  disposal  is  chiefly  by  unrendered  cesspools  dug  in  the 
chalk,  and  a  number  of  open  privies  still  exist  in  the  district,  A  drainage 
system  is  to  be  provided,  jointly  with  Chatham.  (See  Chatham.) 

The  hamlet  of  Borstal  has  a  water-carriage  system,  the  sewage  being- 
treated,  after  upward  filtration  through  flints,  by  broad  irrigation. 

Sandgate. — The  sewage  is  conveyed  through  stoneware  pipe  sewers,  by 
gravitation,  to  a  tidal  chamber,  and  thence  through  a  cast-iron  outfall  pipe 
into  the  sea  some  distance  below  low-water  mark.  A  penstock  and  tide-glass 
are  fixed  in  the  chamber,  and  in  summer  the  sewage  discharges  only  at  night. 
This  appears  to  work  satisfactorily. 
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The  house  drains  arc  mostly  modern  and  are  disconnected  from  the 
sewers  by  syphon  traps.  Six  houses  which  cannot,  on  account  of  situation,  be 
thus  drained,  have  cesspools  and  pail  closets. 

Sandwich.  The  present  town  drainage  system  has  been  used  for  many 
years,  and  sewage  passes  into  the  tidal  River  Stour.  It  has  been  wonderfully 
satisfactory  apparently— but  the  authority  is  quite  aware  of  the  advantages 
of  an  improved  system  and  before  the  war  a  sanitary  engineer  was  consulted. 
His  report  and  proposed  scheme  have  been  (and  are)  in  abeyance  during  war 
peiiod  and  since  for  obvious  financial  and  other  reasons. 


Sevenoaks.  An  efficient  system  of  main  drainage  is  provided  in  all  parts 
of  the  district ;  the  sewage  passes  into  the  Darenth  Valley  main  sewer  and 
thence  to  the  West  Kent  main  sewer  to  be  discharged  (after  treatment)  into 
the  Thames  at  Dartford. 

^  There  are  under  a  dozen  cesspools  in  outlying  parts  where  a  sewer  is  not 
available— four  in  Brittan’s  Lane  and  five  or  six  on  the  Common — which  are 

emptied  by  the  district  council’s  men  on  request  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
occupiers. 

I  lactically  all  the  closets  are  on  the  water-carriage  system  and  are 
provided  with  flushing  cisterns. 


Sheer  ness.  A  water-carriage  system  of  sewerage  serves  the  whole  of  the 
district.  Owing,  however,  to  the  absence  of  a  Continuous  water-supply,  and 
the  expense  of  storage  cisterns,  there  are  still  1,900  houses  in  Sheerness 
without  flushing  cisterns  to  water-closets.  There  is  no  treatment  of  sewage, 
which  is  held  up  in  storage  tanks  and  discharged  at  ebb  tide  into  the  Medway! 
The  necessity  of  dealing  with  the  main  drainage  of  the  district  and  with  the 
sewerage  pumping  station  has  been  accepted  by  the  council,  who  are  fully  aware 
of  the  danger  to  public  health  which  continually  threatens  the  district  from 
the  leaking  sewers  and  defective  water  service  pipes.  A  scheme  for  re¬ 
modelling  is  now  under  consideration. 


Sitting Jxmrne. -  A  modern  water-carriage  system  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  with  septic  tank  and  filter  bed  treatment  has  been  in  vogue  since 
1904,  and  is  efficient  in  action.  A  satisfactory  effluent  is  produced.  The 
majority  of  the  houses  are  already  connected  to  the  sewers,  ahd  the  remain¬ 
ing  connections  are  steadily  taking  place.  Of  1,840  houses  approximately 
1,500  are  connected. 


Southborough  Practically  the  whole  district  is  on  a  main  drainage 
system.  The  sewage  works,  which  were  completed  in  1910,  and  consist  of 
tanks  and  filtration  beds  with  revolving  sprinklers,  continue  to  deal  with  the 
sewage  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
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All  closets  are  on  the  water-carriage  system,  but  there  is  still  a 
considerable  number  not  provided  with  flush  cisterns — those  without  cisterns 
should  be  regarded  as  nuisances  and  be  dealt  with  accordingly. 

Tenterden. — A  comprehensive  drainage  scheme  was  prepared  in  1913  for 
dealing  with  the  sewage  of  the  borough,  together  with  efficient  outfall 
works.  Unavoidable  circumstances  connected  with  the  war  delajmd  the 
carrying  out  of  the  scheme  as  quickly  as  was  anticipated,  but  it  was  satis¬ 
factorily  completed  at  the  end  of  1916,  and  has  continued  to  be  efficient. 

In  1915  a  detailed  inspection  was  made  by  the  sanitary  inspector 


showing  the  various  types  of  closets  as  follows  : —

Tonbridge. — The  whole  town  is  on  the  water-carriage  system  and 
flushing  cisterns  are  provided. 

The  sewage  works  continue  to  give  a  satisfactory  effluent,  which  dis¬ 
charges  into  the  river  below  the  town. 

Tunbridge  Wells. — The  borough  sewage  drains  towards  two  sewage  farms, 
one  at  the  northern  end  of  the  town  and  the  other  at  the  southern.  The 
north  farm  is  187  acres  in  extent,  and  the  south  farm  197  acres.  At  the 
latter  a  portion  of  the  sewage  is  dealt  with  by  means  of  percolating  bacteria 
beds.  Analyses  of  the  sewage  effluents  of  both  farms  are  frequently  made 
and  give  satisfactory  results. 

A  portion  of  the  sewage,  mainly  from  the  northern  slopes  of  the  Mount 
Ephraim  and  Rusthall  ridge,  is  dealt  with  by  pumping  across  to  join  the 
sewage  which  proceeds  to  the  southern  farm. 

W aimer. — With  the  exception  of  a  group  of  isolated  houses  south  of 
Walmer  Castle,  the  whole  of  the  district  is  sewered,  and  all  the  houses  are 
drained  by  stoneware  pipe  drains. 

The  contents  of  the  main  sewer  are  discharged  by  gravitation  into  a 
large  storage  tank,  constructed  under  the  beachy  land  near  the  sea  shore,  and 
discharged  at  a  suitable  state  of  the  south-flowing  tide  during  the  night, 
through  an  outfall  one  thousand  feet  long  measured  from  low-water  mark. 

When  a  heavy  downfall  of  rain  coincides  with  a  high  tide,  the  storage 
tank  and  sewers  provide  storage  for  nearly  half  a  million  gallons  of  water 
before  the  sewers  become  gorged. 

A  scheme  of  drainage  for  the  houses  south  of  Walmer  Castle  has  been 

held  up  by  the  war, 
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Whitstable.-  A  water-carriage  system  of  drainage  extends  throughout

All  cesspools,  except  two,  by  an  extension  of  sewers  have  been  abolished. 

d » otham. —The  district  is  on  the  cesspool  system,  and  complaints  of 

,  flowing  are  frequent.  Sewage  conveyance  is  effected  by  means  of  carts 
aiK  g\VeS  11Se  t0  man^  complaints  in  the  more  populous  parts.  A  scheme  for 
pi  ope  1  y  sevveiing  the  district  and  treating  the  sewage  was  considered  some 

years  ago,  but  has  never  been  proceeded  with.  The  council  are  now  consider¬ 
ing  improvements. 

Rural  Districts  : — 

Ashford  East.  Willes  borough,  Wye  and  parts  of  Mersham,  Bilsinoton 
venmngton  and  the  Ham  Street  portions  of  Orlestone  and  Warehorne  are 
the  only  parishes  which  are  sewered.  There  are  approximately  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  fifty  water-closets,  six  hundred  earth  or  pail-closets  and 
seven  hundred  privy  vaults  in  the  district.  In  three  of  the  larger  parishes, 
uz  Ghilham,  Bennington  and  Bough  ton,  a  system  of  pail  and  earth  closets 
with  regularly  appointed  scavengers,  is  in  vogue. 

Ashford  West —Drainage  schemes  are  in  vogue  in  four  parishes,  viz., 
ethersden,  Great  Chart,  Charing  and  Smarden,  and  they  are  all  workine 
satisfactorily.  The  other  villages  are  much  too  scattered  for  main  drainage. 

le  approximate  numbers  of  each  type  of  sanitary  convenience  in  use  in  the 
area  are  water  closets  750,  pail  closets  400,  and  privies  450. 

Blean.— The  greater  portions  of  the  parishes  of  Herne,  Reculver  and  St. 
Stephen  s  are  sewered.  The  two  first  named  are  drained  by  the  Herne  Hay 
sewers,  the  disposal  works  being  situated  at  Hillborough.  About  244  premises 
are  now  connected  to  the  sewer.  Herne  schools  are  not  yet  connected  up. 
The  sewers  at  St.  Stephen’s  discharge  into  the  system  of  the  Corporation  of 
Canterbury.  The  question  of  sewering  Sturry,  Wesibere  and  Upstreet  is  in 
abeyance  pending  development  of  Chislet  colliery  village.  Portions  of  Whit- 
stable  and  Seasalter  are  to  be  sewered  in  1920. 

There  are  now  approximately  600  water-closets,  40  earth-closets,  1030 
pail-closets,  and  a  few  privies  in  the  district.  The  cesspools  are  emptied  by  a 
contractor  appointed  by  the  district  council.  The  contents  are  pumped  into 
tank-carts,  each  holding  two  hundred  and  fifty  gallons,  and  discharged  on  land 
remote  from  dwellings.  Five  of  these  carts  are  kept  in  constant  employment 
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Bridge.  —No  public  system  of  sewerage  has  yet  been  adopted,  except  for 
part  of  the  Parish  of  Harbledown,  but  the  contents  of  closets  are  collected  weekly 
in  eight  parishes.  There  are  500  water-closets,  900  earth  and  pail-closets  and 
about  300  privy  vaults  in  the  district. 

Bromley. — The  majority  of  the  parishes  are  sewered,  the  local  sewers 
discharging  into  the  West  Kent  main  sewer,  and  the  sewage  passing  after 
treatment  into  the  Thames  near  Dartford. 

Green  Street  Green — a  populous  locality  at  which  the  parishes  of 
Chelsfield,  Cudham  and  Farnborough  meet — was  made  a  special  drainage  area 
with  Farnborough  village  and  a  sewerage  system  was  completed  in  1906. 

A  local  Government  Board  inquiry  was  held  on  March  11th,  1914,  into 
an  application  to  borrow  £5,465  for  works  of  sewerage  at  West  Wickham. 
Owing  to  the  war  and  the  vastly  increased  cost  of  labour  the  matter  has  to 
remain  in  abeyance  for  the  present,  but  temporary  means  are  taken  to 
obviate  sewage  nuisances  as  much  as  possible. 

A  drainage  system  for  the  parish  of  Keston  is  also  required  and  the 
medical  officer  of  health  has  had  several  conferences  with  committees  of  the 
district  and  parish  councils  with  the  view  of  establishing  a  united  system  with 
the  adjoining  parish  of  Hayes.  So  far,  however,  the  cost  has  been  a  pro¬ 
hibitive  obstacle,  and  even  a  less  comprehensive  proposal  for  dealing  with  the 
more  congested  parts  of  Keston  alone  has  had  to  be  postponed  for  the  same 
reason.  The  other  parishes  which  are  not  sewered  are  Cudham,  Downe, 
Hayes,  Knockholt  and  the  part  of  Chelsfield  exclusive  of  Green  Street  Green. 

Cranbrook.— The  sewage  outfalls — two  at  Hawkhurst  and  two  at  Goud- 
hurst — which  have  been  completed  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Bailey,  are 
giving  good  results,  and  have  done  much  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  neighbouring 
streams.  The  apparatus  which  is  used  to  distribute  the  tank  effluent  on  the 
filtering  medium  at  the  Willesley  outfall,  was  put  in  some  years  ago  and  has 
never  been  quite  satisfactory,  as  it  does  not  allow  of  all  the  material  in  the 
filter  bed  being  brought  into  use.  The  medical  officer  of  health  suggests  that 
a  tipping  distributor  should  be  substituted,  similar  to  the  one  in  use  at 
Hawkhurst,  which  is  suitable  for  a  small  installation  and  requires  a  minimum 
amount  of  attention. 

The  present  drainage  conditions  at  Sandhurst  require  attention,  and 
although  the  cost  may  postpone  the  actual  carrying  out  of  the  work,  a  scheme 
might  be  formulated  so  that  there  would  be  no  unnecessary  delay  in  getting 
the  actual  work  in  hand  when  thought  desirable. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  by  the  council’s  men  in  Cranbrook  and  Sissinghurst. 

Dartford.—  Drainage  and  sewerage  are  provided  for  by  two  main  sewers, 
>me  of  which — the  Darenth  Valley — commencing  in  the  Sevenoaks  district, 
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runs  alongside  the  River  Darent  as  far  as  Dartford.  The  other,  the  West 
Kent,  which  follows  the  course  of  the  River  Cray,  unites  below  Dartford  with 
the  Darenth  Valley  sewer,  where  they  discharge  into  large  precipitation  tanks, 

from  which  the  sewage,  after  disinfection  and  deposition,  is  discharged  into 
the  Thames. 


In  the  six  purely  rural  parishes,  viz.  :  Southfleet,  Ash,  Hartley,  Longfield, 
Fawkham  and  Kingsdown,  each  householder  looks  after  his  own  sanitation 
and  lias  the  assistance  of  the  sanitary  van,  which  can  be  hired  as  required. 

t  ^ie  me(Kcal  officer  of  health  states  that  “  there  is  urgent  need  for  sewering 
at  Stone  and  Swanscombe,  the  present  system  of  cesspools  and  cesspool 
emptying  being  most  unsatisfactory,  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  keep  the 
work  under  with  the  present  staff  and  complaints  of  cesspools  running  over 
are  very  numerous.  The  cost  continues  to  rise  every  half-year  and  is  likely  to 
go  on  increasing.  It  is  already  so  heavy  that  the  interest  on  borrowed  money 
would  be  fully  covered  by  the  present  rate— in  fact  it  is  publicly  stated  that 
the  rates  could  be  reduced  by  carrying  out  a  sewerage  system.7' 


Dover.— There  is  no  sewerage  system  in  the  district.  In  those  portions 
of  the  district  m  which  public  water-supplies  are  available,  water  closets  dis¬ 
charging  into  cesspools  are  provided.  In  the  other  parts  pail-closets  are  in 
common  use.  Privy-vaults  still  exist,  but  their  number  is  decreasing  yearly. 

Eas try.  —About  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  dwelling-houses  possess  water- 
closets  emptying  into  cesspools,  sixty- five  per  cent,  pail-closets  and  twenty  per 
cent,  privy  vaults.  Scavengers  are  appointed  by  the  district  council  in  the 
panshes  of  Ash,  Wingliam,  Eastrv  and  part  of  Worth,  to  empty  the  contents 
of  pail  closets.  The  material  collected  is  used  for  agricultural  purposes. 

Part  of  the  parish  of  Ash  is  drained. 


Elham.  A  water-carriage  system  of  sewerage  is  in  vogue  in  the  villao-e 
of  Salt  wood. 

In  the  other  parishes  cesspools,  pail-closets,  privy  vaults,  &c.,  exist. 

I  he  question  of  main  drainage  for  Lyminge  has  been  under  consideration 

for  many  years  but  has  never  been  proceeded  with,  and  Elham  also  requires  a 
proper  system. 

There  are  about  700  water-closets,  578  pail-closets  and  260  privy  vaults 
and  earth  closets  in  the  Elham  Rural  District. 


Faversham.— Main  drainage  exists  in  the  populated  portion  of  Dunkirk 
and  at  Houghton,  where  the  system  is  not  in  a  very  good  condition. 

In  Davington,  Dare  and  North  Preston,  drainage  is  partly  into  Faversham 
Creek  and  otherwise  into  cesspools,  etc. 
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The  other  villages  are  entirely  on  the  cesspool,  etc.,  system,  the  public 

emptying  of  which  is  undertaken  by  the  district  council  at  Lynsted  and 

Teynham. 

«/ 

Dr.  Selby  states  that  at  Teynham  and  Lynsted  the  arrangements  for 
the  emptying  of  cesspools  and  disposal  of  house-refuse,  etc.,  had  got  into  a  very 
serious  state  during  the  war,  very  few  cesspools  having  been  properly 
emptied  for  several  years.  This  led  to  many  complaints  and  much  insanitation. 
The  council  has  now  taken  the  matter  thoroughly  in  hand  and  the  work  on 
the  whole  is  being  satisfactorily  done  by  a  special  gang  by  direct  labour. 
Two  new  vans  and  pump  and  piping  have  been  bought  and  the  work  is  being 
efficiently  done,  though  owing  to  post-war  conditions  it  has  been  difficult  to  get 
new  pipes  at  short  notice  and  leaking  old  pipes  are  a  danger  to  public  health. 
The  sewage  is  emptied  on  to  agricultural  land,  orchards  and  in  an  old  disused 
chalk  pit.  The  council  has  had  prepared,  by  a  consulting  engineer,  a  short 
report  on  a  main  drainage  scheme,  which  report  shows  the  thickly  populated 
district  of  these  two  parishes  to  be  eminently  adapted  to  main  sewerage  by 
gravitation.  At  present  the  high  cost  of  materials  and  labour  prevents  the 
medical  officer  of  health  from  urging  the  immediate  adoption  of  the  schemes. 
The  sanitary  inspector  estimates  the  annual  cost  of  either  scheme  at  about 
£1,200,  but  points  out  that  with  main  drainage  the  cost  would  diminish 
year  by  year. 

For  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Ospringe  and  Faversham  Without  it  is 
suggested  that  the  Faversham  Town  Council  (which  is  willing)  should  be 
asked  to  take  and  treat  the  sewage.  A  house-to-house  survey  of  the  proposed 
area  indicates  that  206  houses  are  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  proposed 
sewer  and  of  these  174  have  defective  sanitary  conditions.  The  cost  of  the 
scheme  would  be  about  £3,450  plus  the  borough  charges  (£50  per 
million  gallons  of  sewage  dealt  with).  The  levels  are  such  that  the  whole 
scheme  could  be  worked  by  gravitation,  and  the  scheme  is  necessary  from  a 
public  health  point  of  view. 

Hollingbourn. — The  three  large  villages  of  Headcorn,  Leniiam  and 
Sutton  Valence  all  have  up-to-date  sewerage  works,  in  good  working  condition, 
and  kept  in  constant  repair  from  time  to  time.  At  Boxley  Forstall  the  sink 
drainage  goes  straight  into  the  Medway  below  the  Gibraltar  Lock,  and  the 
Medway  is  here  tidal.  The  other  villages  are  dependent  on  cesspool  drainage. 
A  few  earth-closets  are  in  use  but  the  medical  officer  of  health  says  from 
experience  that  he  is  not  in  favour  of  them  ;  they  are  often  neglected  in  being 
emptied  and  in  some  gardens  the  ground  often  gets  saturated  and  full  up ;  if 
farmers  contract  to  take  the  sewage  away  it  often  happens  that  it  is  not 
convenient  at  the  time  required  to  do  so  and  they  become  a  great  nuisance,  as 
does  likewise  the  storage  of  dry  earth.  The  cesspools  that  are  in  common  use 
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are  recommended  to  be  made  water-tight,  properly  covered  and  ventilated  by 
a  four  inch  shaft.  The  bye-laws  not  being  in  force  in  sixteen  of  the  smaller 
parishes  and  only  in  seven  of  the  larger  ones,  makes  it  most  difficult  for  the 
medical  officer  of  health  and  the  sanitary  inspector,  and  the  adoption  and 
enfoi cement  of  bye-laws  throughout  the  district  is  strongly  advocated. 

lloo.-  Except  at  Chattenden,  where  the  sewage  is  collected  and  passed 
on  to  clinker  beds,  privy-pits  and  cesspools  prevail.  The  scattered  villages 
render  any  main  drainage  scheme  too  expensive. 

Cesspools,  privy-pits,  etc.,  are  now  emptied  by  contract  in  the  parishes 
of  Hoo,  Stoke,  All  Hallows  and  Grain,  and  in  High  Halstow,  Cooling  and  St. 
Mary’s  by  the  residents  themselves. 

Maidstone . — At  Linton  there  is  a  good  installation  for  houses  in  the 
immediate  village  tank  and  filter  bed,  the  effluent  discharging  into  the  River 
Beult.  This  h  as  worked  well. 

At  Staplehurst  a  few  houses  are  connected  to  a  tank  and  filter  bed,  with 
Fauci  s  tipper,  this  is  satisfactory  but  only  embraces  some  twenty  houses. 

The  question  of  carrying  out  a  drainage  scheme  at  Bearsted  has  been 

under  consideration  for  many  years.  The  time  has  now  come  when  the  matter 
is  urgent. 

Consultations  have  taken  place  between  the  district  and  parish  councils 
and  there  is  every  prospect  of  a  reasonable  amount  of  sewerage  work  being  put 
in  hand  shortly. 

The  drainage  of  Staplehurst  and  of  Loose  is  still  in  abeyance  owing  to 
the  excessive  cost  of  carrying  out  such  work  at  the  present  time. 

The  objectional  “  privy  vaults  ”  which  are  prevalent  in  many  parts  of  the 
district  are  being  improved  on  as  occasion  arises.  Wherever  a  sewer  is  avail¬ 
able,  water-closets  with  a  proper  flush  cistern  should  be  substituted  and  even 
pails,  where  the  necessary  ground  for  emptying  the  contents  is  available,  are 
preferable  to  this  class  of  closet. 


Mailing.  Each  of  the  more  densely  populated  areas  has  drainage  by 
water-carriage,  and  its  own  method  of  sewage  disposal  as  follows  : — 

Aylesford. — By  septic  tanks  and  screens. 

West  Mailing. — On  the  septic  system. 

Wateringbury, — Direct  into  the  river. 


S  nod  land.  By  screening  tanks  and  septic  tanks,  and  from  thence  to  the 
river  (tidal). 

Wouldham. — Direct  to  river  (tidal). 

The  largest  combined  area  scavenged  by  cart  is  that  of  East  Mailing, 
Lai k field  and  Ditton.  The  smaller  villages  and  isolated  groups  of  cottages 
use  earth  or  pail  closets,  or  in  many  instances  the  old  midden  privy. 
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Dr.  Roberts  comments  as  follows  respecting  the  use  of  privy  pits  : — 

“  Privy  pits  when  existing  in  populous  parts  without  much  garden  space, 
are  invariably  condemned.  The  privy  pit  would  never  be  sanctioned  for  any 
new  house,  even  when  plenty  of  ground  is  available. 

“  Where  houses  are  scattered,  and  garden  space  is  available,  and  when  pits 
already  exist,  they  are  not  condemned  if  situated  at  a  reasonable  distance 
from  a  dwelling-house,  not  near  a  well,  and  if  kept  in  moderately  good  order. 

“  If  it  were  possible  to  devise  a  system  apart  from  water-carriage,  which  in 
practice  would  be  efficiently  carried  out  I  should  wish  to  abolish  the  pit 
everywhere,  but  in  my  experience,  the  pail  closets  and  the  raised  midden 
privies  are  so  very  generally  ill-kept  and  misused,  especially  in  the  matter  of 
liquid  pollution,  that  there  is  little  left  to  choose  between  the  different 
methods,  where  reasonable  space  is  available.” 

Milton. — Newington  and  Murston  are  provided  with  sewers  and  proper 
methods  of  disposal.  In  other  parishes  cesspools  are  in  use.  The  district 
council  undertakes  the  emptying  of  all  cesspools. 

Rainham  is  in  urgent  need  of  a  sewerage  system. 

Romney  Marsh. — There  is  a  good  drain  at  Dymchurch  extending  from 
the  school  to  the  west  end  of  the  village  where  it  discharges  into  the  sluice  at 
low  tide. 

There  are  104  houses  connected  with  this  drain,  but  unfortunately  no 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  new  houses  built  at  the  east  end  of  the 
village,  and  they  are  being  provided  each  with  its  own  cesspool  and  well. 

In  the  rest  of  the  Marsh  the  closet  accommodation  varies  from  that  of 
open  privies  and  cesspools  to  pail  and  earth  closets. 

Sevenoahs. — Ten  of  the  eighteen  constituent  parishes  have  the  more 
populous  parts  connected  with  the  Darenth  Valley  main  sewer,  which  dis¬ 
charges  into  the  West  Kent  main  sewer,  and  the  sewage  eventually  passes, 
after  treatment,  into  the  Thames  near  Dartford.  These  ten  parishes  are  Brasted, 
Chevening,  Dunton  Green,  Kemsing,  Otford,  Riverhead,  Seal,  Shoreham, 
Sundridge  and  Westerham. 

Leigh  has  a  special  system,  and  the  sewage  is  treated  by  tanks  and 
filtration  (revolving  sprinkler)  near  the  Leigh  Halt  Station. 

Edenbridge  has  also  a  separate  system,  but  considerable  difficulty  has 
been  encountered  for  many  years  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  tannery  waste 
passing  into  the  outfall  sewer  and  the  limited  amount  of  land  available  for 
treatment.  This  will,  in  all  probability,  be  now  got  over,  as  in  October,  1919, 
the  district  council  purchased  an  adjoining  farm  of  260  acres,  and  engaged  an 
engineer  to  arrange  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  works. 
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Ihe  chief  part  of  Penshurst  is  on  a  water-carriage  system,  and  the 
sewage  is  treated  by  broad  irrigation  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  maimer. 

there  are  some  forty  houses  at  Bottle  House,  and  a  few  at  Smart’s  Hill, 
which  are  connected  to  large  cesspools  emptied  at  the  expense  of  the  council 

it  is  possible  that  in  the  future  these  parts  can  be  linked  up  with  Fordcombe 
in  one  scheme. 

Cowden  village  is  partly  sewered,  and  the  sewage  is  treated  on  land  in  a 

manner  that  has  not  caused  a  nuisance.  At  Chiddingstone  there  is  a  small 
system  for  a  few  houses. 


The  question  of  the  drainage  of  Marsh  Green  (Edenbridge),  was  con- 
sideied  m  1913,  but  not  proceeded  with  on  account  of  expense  ;  it  is  now 
drained  into  a  ditch  at  an  isolated  spot. 

.  The  <luestion  of  drainage  of  the  village  of  Weald  has  been  suggested  • 
this  could  be  done,  but  would  be  somewhat  expensive  owing  to  undulating 
ground,  which  would  necessitate  deep  cuttings  in  places,  Halstead  and  Hever 
also  have  no  drainage  system,  but  they  are  very  scattered  places. 


•  Closet  accommodation  is  generally  good,  as  such  a  large  number  of  houses 
m  the  populous  parts  have  a  sewer  and  a  public  water  supply  available,  so 
that  water-carriage  system  is  the  rule.  Outlying  parts  have  other  systems 
but  wherever  possible  water-carriage  is  substituted.  A  recent  investigation 

m  some  of  the  non-sewered  areas  elicited  the  following  estimate  : _

Sheppey.  The  only  sewers  in  the  district  collect  from  Minster  and 
Halfway  villages  and  the  main  road  in  between  •  the  sewage  is  carried  to 
Scraps  Cate  and  there  treated.  It  is  hoped  that  a  system  of  drainage  will  be 
consideied  for  Eastchurch,  where  public  scavenging  is  in  vogue. 

The  condition  of  many  of  the  cesspits  in  the  district  is  very  unsatis¬ 
factory.  The  night-soil  from  earth  and  pail-closets  is  removed  regularly  bv 
contract.  J  J 


Strood.  Hailing  is  the  only  parish  in  the  Rural  District  of  Strood 
which  is  sewered.  A  main  drainage  system  would  make  for  the  betterment 
of  the  district.  This  relates  particularly  to  Cliffe,  Higham,  Frindsbury  and 
Cuxton.  In  the  low-lying  parts  of  Cuxton  and  Cliffe,  cesspools  fill  almost  as 
fast  as  they  are  emptied,  anu  Dr.  Flood  is  of  opinion  that  nothing  short  of 
mam  drainage  can  remedy  this  permanently.  The  difficulty  in  obtaining 
labour  to  empty  cesspools  appears  to  increase  year  by  year,  and  now  the 
price  asked  in  many  cases  is  prohibitive. 
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Tenterden. — The  only  sewage  purification  scheme  is  at  Wittersham.  This 
was  completed  in  1911,  and  takes  the  sewage  from  houses  in  the  main  street. 
The  treatment  is  by  a  sedimentation  tank  and  filter  with  sprinkler. 

A  small  scheme  for  treating  the  sewage  of  “  the  Layne,”  Itolvenden,  was 
got  out  in  1913,  and  land  was  acquired  for  purification  purposes  but  the  war 
prevented  it  from  being  carried  out  and  the  work  is  still  in  abeyance. 

With  the  exception  of  those  few  parts  where  there  is  a  main  sewer  there 
are  few  water-closets  except  in  the  larger  private  houses.  As  there  is  usually 
plenty  of  garden  ground  there  is  not  much  difficulty  in  the  disposal  of 
excretal  matter  and  nuisances  only  occur  where  the  backyards  are  small 
and  the  gardens  limited  in  extent. 

Thanet. — The  following  localities  in  the  district  are  sewered,  viz., 
Westgate-on-Sea  and  Minster.  In  other  districts  cesspools,  privies  and  pail- 
closets  exist.  The  methods  of  excrement  and  slop-water  disposal  at 
Birchington  leave  much  to  be  desired,  considering  the  number  of  cesspools 
used  for  the  water-carriage  system  of  sewerage,  and  the  common  privy-vaults 
still  in  use.  The  majority  of  the  cesspools  are  not  water-tight. 

Tonbridge. — The  following  are  the  parts  of  the  district  in  which  drainage 
systems  have  been  established  : — 

Bidborough. — Part  drained  and  sewage  treated  by  broad  irrigation. 

Brenchley  (Village). — Disposal  by  broad  irrigation  on  three  slopes. 

Paddock  Wood. — Efficient  system  of  Shone’s  ejectors,  tanks  and  filters 
with  revolving  sprinklers. 

Capel. — Pipes  laid  to  a  ditch  (not  ideal). 

Hadlow. — Settling  tanks,  not  satisfactory. 

Hildenborough. — Efficient  system,  tanks  and  filter  beds. 

Lamberhurst. — Tanks  and  outfall  into  the  Teise,  fairly  satisfactory. 

Pembury. — Efficient  system,  tanks  and  filtration. 

Speldhurst  and  Langton. — Efficient  system,  tanks  and  filtration. 

Sewage  vans  are  employed  in  parts  of  several  parishes  which  are  not  near 
sewers 

SCAVENGING. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  district  reports  and  annual  county 
schedules,  show  the  deficiencies  which  have  been  remedied  during  the  year,  or 
need  remedy  in  the  near  future  : — 

Urban  Districts  : — 

Ashford. — The  daily  collection  of  house-refuse  is  carried  out,  but  un¬ 
fortunately  the  council  does  not  possess  a  refuse  destructor  and  numerous 
complaints  were  received  during  the  year  as  a  result  of  the  deposit  of  refuse 
in  the  disused  brickfields  on  the  Great  Chart  Road. 


Scavenging 


Sufficient  covered  receptacles  are  not  used  by  householders  for  their 
refuse  and  a  notice  was  issued  by  the  council  in  the  local  newspapers  during 
the  summer  calling  the  attention  of  owners  and  occupiers  to  their  obligations 
in  this  respect. 

Chatham. — A  more  general  use  of  covered  bins  is  needed. 

Faversham. — Containers  in  which  refuse  is  put  out  in  streets  are  not 
satisfactory. 

Footscray. — Refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  deposited  on  two  sites,  one 
a  brickyard  at  Footscray  and  the  other  arable  land  at  Crescent  Farm, 
Sidcup.  Apparently  the  former  site  will  not  be  available  after  September 
next,  and  the  latter  is  not  in  very  good  condition,  so  that  it  will  be  necessary 
in  the  near  future  to  make  improved  arrangements  for  carrying  out  this  work 
so  important  and  necessary  for  maintaining  the  health  of  the  district. 

Gillingham. — The  work  is  now  carried  on  by  motor  wagons.  The 
council  have  purchased  a  large  tract  of  marsh  land  at  Twydale,  by  the  river 
side,  far  away  from  habitations,  so  that  deposition  should  not  be  an 
annoyance. 

Rochester. — The  medical  officer  of  health  writes  that  it  is  difficult  to 
defend  the  practice  so  prevalent  in  this  district  of  using  any  old  bucket  or 
broken  box  for  the  reception  of  refuse  from  individual  houses.  Very  few 
indeed  of  any  but  the  better-class  houses  are  equipped  with  a  proper  sanitary 
dustbin.  The  untidy  appearance  of  the  nondescript  receptacles  used,  the 
encouragement  given  to  flies  and  prowling  cats  and  dogs,  the  spilling  and 
littering  about  of  the  imperfectly  contained  refuse  are  all  conditions  which 
diminish  sanitary  efficiency  and  which  can  easily  and  should  be,  without 
undue  delav,  remedied.

Sanclgate. — There  is  a  large  number  of  houses  in  the  district  not  provided 
with  a  proper  sanitary  dustbin.  This  is  a  most  serious  matter,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  strong  action  should  be  taken  by  the  council,  as  besides  improving  the. 
sanitary  condition  it  would  greatly  assist  the  work  of  collection. 

Sheerness. — Collections  have  been  increased  from  once  to  twice  weekly,  or 
in  important  places  to  three  times  per  week. 

Tonbridge. — Collections  of  refuse  have  been  made  fortnightly  instead  of 
weekly  for  several  years  during  the  war.  When  circumstances  are  more 
normal  it  will  be  advisable  to  revert  to  the  more  frequent  collections. 

H 
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Rural  Districts  : — 

Bromley.  The  position  of  the  place  of  deposit  for  the  Orpington  refuse 
has  been  complained  of,  and  methods  of  dealing  with  the  refuse  have  been 
considered.  All  these  dumps  of  refuse  require  a  certain  amount  of  attention 
which  means  the  employment  of  labour  to  sort  the  material,  collect  and  burn 
paper,  etc.,  and  generally  to  keep  the  place  tidy. 

The  medical  officer  of  health  is  of  opinion  that  a  small  destructor  such 
as  used  in  the  destruction  of  camp  refuse  would  get  rid  of  the  majority  of  the 
burnable  matter  from  Orpington  and  he  does  not  consider  that  the  amount  of 

refuse  produced  warrants  the  introduction  of  an  elaborate  and  expensive 
installation. 

Elham.  Scavenging  of  Lyminge  has  been  unsatisfactory  for  some  time, 
but  with  different  arrangements  it  is  hoped  things  will  improve. 

Hollingbourn.  Scavenging  is  needed  in  the  larger  parishes  within  the 
district. 

Sevenoaks.  There  is  an  official  dumping  ground  at  Edenbridge,  but  this 
is  not  very  satisfactory  and  the  medical  officer  of  health  thinks  public 
scavenging  should  be  undertaken  here. 

Strood.  Complaints  during  the  year  have  been  fairly  numerous, 
especially  from  Cliffe,  Frindsbury  Extra,  Cuxton,  Hailing  and  Higham. 

Thanet.  There  have  been  several  complaints  at  Birchington  as  to 
irregular  collections  of  refuse. 


RIVERS  POLLUTION. 

The  following  summary  probably  enumerates  the  whole  of  the  chief 
examples  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  Kent 

Urban  Districts  : — 

Ashfoid.  -The  sewage  flows  off  the  surface  at  the  sewage  works  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  land  not  being  laid  out  in  ridges,  furrows,  etc.  into  the  River 
Stour,  causing  pollution. 

Some  pollution  ol  the  River  East  Stour  which  is  within  the  district  was 
caused  by  the  effluent  from  the  sewage  disposal  works  of  the  East  Ashford 
Rural  District  Council. 


Beckenham.— There  is  a  discharge  of  crude  effluent  into  the  Chaffinch 
brook.  Representations  have  been  made  to  the  Croydon  Corporation,  who  are 
building  new  sprinklers  to  obviate  this  nuisance

Chatham. — The  River  Medway  receives  a  large  amount  of  crude  sewage, 
some  from  civil  establishments  on  its  banks,  but  the  greater  proportion  from 
the  naval  and  military  barracks  and  the  Dockyard,  and  from  ,war  and  other 
vessels  in  the  river. 

Gillingham. — Crude  sewage  enters  the  river  from  the  Government 
establishments. 

Rochester: — The  River  Medway  is  undoubtedly  polluted  by  untreated 
surface  water  drainage,  by  a  certain  amount  of  crude  sewage,  and  by  the 
dejecta  from  numerous  vessels.  So  great  a  volume  of  water  enters  and  leaves 
with  each  tide  that  no  nuisance  arises  from  this  pollution  except  in  one  or  two 
isolated  instances  where  the  outfall  of  sewage  is  in  considerable  quantity. 

Sandwich. — The  river  is  polluted  by  Sandwich  sewage,  and  probably 
receives  some  rural  district  pollution  towards  its  source. 

Sheerness. — Crude  sewage  is  pumped  into  the  Medway,  but  treatment  of 
the  sewage  is  under  contemplation. 

Rural  Districts  : — 

Bromley. — Considerable  improvements  have  been  effected  in  the  condition 
of  the  river  Cray  in  recent  years  by  the  removal  of  all  kinds  of  drainage 
pollution  and  improvements  of  the  banks. 

Modern  appliances  for  the  filtration  of  w'aste  water  from  the  two  large 
paper  works  and  co-operation  with  the  owners  in  cleaning  out  parts  and 
removing  obstacles  to  the  flow  have  also  tended  to  make  the  stream  purer. 

Cranbrook. — The  streams  are  not  seriously  polluted,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Crane,  and  this  will  be  prevented  when  financial  conditions  will  allow 
of  the  projected  sewage  scheme  for  Cranbrook  being  carried  out. 

Faversham. — An  open  stream  rising  near  the  foot  of  Boughton  Hill 
receives  the  sewage  from  Boughton  village,  and  takes  it  away  through  the 
marshes  to  the  River  Swale. 

Tlolhngbourn.  The  Len  at  Harrietsliam  is  polluted  at  three  points, 
firstly  in  East  Street,  again  in  the  middle  of  the  village  by  the  butcher’s 
shop  where  the  stream  runs  under  the  road,  and  thirdly  at  the  West  end. 
The  sewage  runs  along  the  main  road  and  then  across  the  allotment  gardens. 
If  one  follows  this  stream  from  East — West,  evidence  of  sewage  can  be  seen 
by  the  rank  foliage  in  the  water,  and  in  the  near  future  the  drainaoe  of 
Harrietsliam  must  be  considered.  At  Hollingbourn  again  the  sewage  of  the 
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lower  street  goes  into  the  stream,  as  also  at  Leeds  and  Ware  Street*. 
Th  urn  ham. 

Mailing. — There  is  old-standing  pollution,  especially  of  tidal  waters. 

Sevenoalcs. — The  Eden  receives  the  effluent  from  the  Edenbridge  sewage 
works,  and  although  this  at  present  is  not  all  that  can  be  desired  the  steps 
that  have  been  taken  by  the  district  council  should,  in  the  near  future, 
entirely  remedy  the  pollution. 

Tonbridge. — The  Medway,  which  passes  through  the  Tonbridge  Rural 
Parish  and  Hadlow,  is  not  seriously  polluted  in  any  part  of  its  course,  but  the 
same  cannot  be  said  of  the  contributory  stream  which  receives  the  partly 
treated  sewage  from  the  Hadlow  and  Golden  Green  areas.

Mailing. — There  is  old-standing  pollution,  especially  of  tidal  waters. 

Sevenoaks. — The  Eden  receives  the  effluent  from  the  Edenbridge  sewage 
works,  and  although  this  at  present  is  not  all  that  can  be  desired  the  steps 
that  have  been  taken  by  the  district  council  should,  in  the  near  future, 
entirely  remedy  the  pollution. 

Tonbridge. — The  Medway,  which  passes  through  the  Tonbridge  Rural 
Parish  and  Hadlow,  is  not  seriously  polluted  in  any  part  of  its  course,  but  the 
same  cannot  be  said  of  the  contributory  stream  which  receives  the  partlv 
treated  sewage  from  the  Hadlow  and  Golden  Green  areas.

ADOPTIVE  ACTS,  BYE-LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

The  appended  summaries  on  pages  108h  and  108i  show  the  various  adoptive- 
acts,  bye-laws  and  regulations  which  are  in  force  in  each  of  the  urban  and 
rural  districts  of  the  County  of  Kent. 

Bye-laws  with  respect  to  houses-let-in-lodgings  are  stated  to  be  needed 
in  Dover  Borough,  Folkestone  Borough  and  Sheerness  Urban. 

Bye-laws  with  regard  to  slaughter-houses  are  needed  in  Maidstone  Rural, 
Sevenoaks  Rural  and  Thanet  Rural.  In  the  last-named  district  draft  bye¬ 
laws  on  this  subject  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
approval. 

Bye-laws  with  regard  to  knacker-yards  have  been  adopted  in  Chatham 
Borough.
